DEBS CASE IN THE SUPREME COURT 


| | Action May 


Wasntworox, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
Speaker Crisp has consented to call a meet- 
ing of the Committee on Rules of the House 
at 1:30 o'clock tomorrow afternoon and ac- 
cord the members of the Chicago delegation 
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e hearing touching the new Postoffice. This 
concession was made after Mayor Hopkins, 
through the efforts of Congressmen Aldrich 
and McGann, had secured an interview with 
the Speaker in the latter’s private room just 
off from the House of. Representatives. There 
was some good, old-fashioned Democratic 
doctrine whispered into the Speaker’s ear, and 
it must have made a good impression, At the 
hearing tomorrow Postmaster Hesing will 
submit the latest information and data ob- 
tained by him at the Postoffice, and the whole 
subject will be gone over thoroughly be- 
tween the Rules committee and Chicago’s 
representatives. It is hardly possible fhat 
the two days suggested by the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grourds will be set apart 
this week, for the reason that other features 
cf legislation have been practically mapped 
out by the Rules committee. ext week, 
however, it is very likely that two days will 
be given up for public building matters. and 
it depends entirely upon the calendar ar- 
ranged by the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds just what position Chicago will 
occupy. If the ideas of Chairman Bankhead 
,and the members of his committee are car- 
ried out regarding the public building bills 
already acted upon in Committee of the 
Whole, then Chicago will have the first call 
In the discussion. There does not seem to be 
any necessity for lengthy. arguments bemg 
made, but the friends of the bill will favor a 
vote in Committee of the Whole so that it 
may be laid aside and reported to the House 
with a favorable recommendation, just as has 
been done in the haif dozen other cases to 
which reference has been made. 


How the Matter Stands. 


So the matter in a nutshell is simply this: 
The Chicagoans are devoting all their energies 
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first to having the Rules committee make a 
special order so that business can be resumed 
where it was left off, and, second, that the 
Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds, 
in taking up its calendar of business to be 


considered by the House, shall give Chicago. 
we position which rightfully belongs to it, as; 
a result of the de den. ——— i 
we last session of Congress, When 
order was under discussion in August. These 
are the lines which have been laid down for 
3 Chicago’s representatives, and they are work- 
ing diligently and earnestly with Speaker 
Crisp and the members of the Committee on 
Rules to induce therm to look at matters in 
the proper light and not compel all the work 
to be done over again according to the posi- 
thon of public building bills on the House 
calendar. There are twenty propositions of 
‘this character ahead of Chicago on the 
calendar, if this rule should be adhered to, 
but inasmuch as the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds made an exception 
before, owing to the necessities of Chicago, 
they are merely asked to keep along in the 
Same path at the present session of Congress. 
„Good Work Done by the Chicagoans, 
Through the courtesy of Chairman Bank- 
head the room of the House Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds was practically 
givea up all day to the delegation of Chicago 
business-men. In this apartment, which is 
the first room encountered by visitors to the 
Capitol by the southeast corner, the members 
of the delegation and the Chicago Congress- 
men practically held a levee all day and dis- 
cussed means for promoting the McGann bill. 
Mayor Hopkins, Postmaster Hesing, ex-Judge 
Shope, and Mr. Aldis were in the committee 
room from the time the House met until after 
itadjourned this afternoon, and during that 
period they put in some very good work in 
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the interest of their city. Members of the 
Chicago Congressional delegation made this 
room the Mecca towards which they turned 
their steps with numbers of -Congressmen 
from other cities, who were introduced and 
who promised their aid to the business-men’s 
committee from Chicago. 

Chairman Bankhead was one of the longest 
sitters, and he was plied with questions as to 
the status of affairs and suggestions invited as 
to the best means to be resorted to by the 
committee to accomplish the object of their 
visit. Mr. Bankhead frankly told the com- 
mitteemen he was in favor of the Chicago 
building bill being given a prominent posi- 
thon after the Committee on Rules had de- 
Cided as to the day which would be set apart 
for the consideration of public building mat- 
ters. He had endeayrred to impress upon the 
Speaker the idea that the House should take 
up the public building bills just where they 
Were left off last August, when these meas- 
ures were being considered in Committee of 
the Whole.

DEBS CASE IS IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


Writ of Error, Bail, and Habeas Corpus 
Points Will Be Heard Wednesday. 
Wasminaron, D. C., Jan. 14,—[Special.]— 
There was a distinguished gathering, inelud- 
ing many women,in the United States Su- 
preme Court room at the Capitol. today 
when a smooth-faced barrister arose 
and announced that he represented Pres- 
ident E. V. Debs of the American 
Railway Union, who is now serving a six 
months’ sentence for contempt of court. His 
counsel, C. W. Darrow of Chicago, however, 
had to go through the formality first of being 


sworn in as an attorney competent to prac- } 


tice before the highest tribunal in the land, 
and he was presented to the Chief Justice 
and Associate Justices by Congressman 
Grosvenor of Ohio. Inside the bar, and 
adjacent to the counsel for the labor agitator, 
were United States Judge Emory Speer of 
Georgia, ex-Attorney-General Garland, Sen- 
ator Gray of Delaware, Calderon Carlisle, 
one of the attorneys who prosecuted Con- 
gressman Breckinridge, Senator Turpie of 
Indiana, Senator Mitchell of Oregon, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General William A. Maury, and 
W. H. Smith of Ohio. Those who had come to 
the court-room were prepared for something 
unusual, and, consequently. when the ordi- 
nary routine proceedings were going on, they 
remained in their seats, waiting for the Debs 
case. Magnificently attired women, blazing 
with diamonds, formed a frimge around the 
smooth faced lawyer, who was con- 
fronting the silken-zgowned Justices of 
the Supreme Court, in the interest of his 
client. Itdid not take more than half an 
hour to dispose of the opinion of Judges 
Shiraz and Brown and a few orders by the 
Chief Justice, and at last the Debs case was 
on. Men and women craned their necks for- 
ward and listened intently to hear what was 
transpiring only a few feet. away from them, 
and Chief Justice Fuller and Judge Har- 
lan held a short whispered conversation. 
during which Mr. Darrow suspended his 
opening remarks. He was all ready to go 
ahead and try the case at once, but the usual 
je of the » be brought into ef- 
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More Tims Allowed. ‘ 

Chief Justice Fuller was evidently im- 
pressed with the gravity} of the case and 
seemed desirous of granting all the time pos- 
sible under the circumstances. After putting 
a few questions to Mr. Darrow and Assistant 
Attorney-Genera! Whitney as to their wishes 
he announced that the hearmg would take 
place Wednesday on three points, the writ of 
error, bail, and habeas corpus. That this was 
the case which had served as an inducement 
for drawimg out the crowd was amply demon- 
strated by the promptness with which they 
disappeared after the announcement of the 
Chief Justice. 

Mr. Darrew presented an application for a 
writ of error and supersedeas and also filed a 
motion fora writ of habeas corpus. The ob- 
ject was, he says, to have the prisoners ad- 
mitted to bail. He said he had supposed that 
all the questions involved could be presented 
at the same time. The Chief Justice said the 
impertant question was whether the writ 
of error should be allowed and that 
on thie account it shuold be first presented to 
the court. Assistant Attorney-General Whit- 
ney appeared for the United States and it was 
arranged that the petition for writ of error 
should be argued Wednesday of this week. 
Mr. Darrow said he was prepared to go ahead 
with the argument at any time. 

Text of the Petition. 


The petinon for writ of error is as follows: 

1. That the injunction for violation of 
which’ the petitioners were sentenced was 
ordered in a case of which the court had no 
jurisdiction. 

2. That the court erred in deciding that 
the bill on which the injunction was granted 
might be maintained in the name of the 
United States under the anti-trust 
law, and particularly under Sec. 4 
ok that act; that 80 far as 
it purporta to grant jurisdiction 
to the Circuit Courts of the United States 
to restrain or enjoin violations of its provis- 
ions it is repugnant to the Constitution of the 
Unted States in that it might thus be invoked 
to permit prosecution for infamous crimes 
without indictment and criminal prosecution 
without tfial by jury. 

3. That being in effect a proceeding to 
punish a criminal for contempt noticommitted 
in tte presence of the court the eourt erred 
in not discharging the defendants upon their 
answers. 

4. That the court erred in not quashing 
the information. | 

5. That the court erred in trying them on 
information instead of indictment. 

6. That the court erred in trying, them 
without a jury. 

7. That the court erred in holding that 
the bili of the Ugited States made or stated 
any case cognizable in a court of equity, or 
of which the court could have jurisdiction and 
cognizance, or order such an injunction or 
make any other order therein against the de- 


fendants.

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BOMB IN THEIR CAMP. 


GAS TRUST OFFICIALS POSTPONE 
THE ANNUAL ELECTION. 
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Attorney-General Moloney Secures an In- 
Junction Restraining the Philadelphia 
Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safe De- 

_ posit Company from Voting Steck or 

Proxies Held by IteMeeting Ad- 
jouraed Till the Company Can Get Its 
Legal Bearings. 

Attorney-General Moloney sprang a decided 
surprise yesterday on the gas companies of 
Chicago and the Fidelity Insurance Trust and 
Safe Deposit company of Philadelphia. 
Early in the morning he went before Judge 
Tuthill and obtained a decree and restraining 
order preventing the Fidelity company from 
voting any stock or proxies at the annual 
meeting of the companies, set for yesterday, 
and from receiving any dividends from Chi- 
cago gas stock. The decree caused an ad- 
journment of all the meetings of the gas 
companies until it can be disposed of. 

The news created some excitement among 
those interested in the stock companies. For 
some time Chicago Gas has been boomed on 
the New York stock market on the under- 
standing that at the annual meetings of the 
companies yesterday two or three Chicago 
men would be placed on the directories. The 
new directors were to be John W. Doane, 
Robert Lincoln, and John De Koven. Their 
selection meant management for the benefit 
of the security holders and the end of s‘ock 
jobbing deals. Representatives of the Fidel- 
ity company were ready to vote the stock 
held by that company in the interest of the 
new men. When they were enjoined it left 
the meetings without a majority of the stock 
represented. Adjournment was taken for one 
week, by which time the companies hope to 
learn where they are. 

Position of the Fidelity Company. 


When the decree entered by Judge Windes 
against the gus trust was filed the Fidelity 
company was not in court, consequently no 
reference was made to it in the decree. 
About a month after the entry of the decree, 
which destroyed the trust and ordered an in- 
dependent directory for each company, the 
Fidelity company entered its appearance in 
the suitand by this means was brought into 
court. Since that time Mr. Moloney has 
been watching the proceedings of the trust, 
which presumably had been broken up. A few 
days ago he heard it was intended to vote the 
proxies of the Fidelity company at the annual 
meeting. These proxies compose the majority 
of the stock. As the corporation had voluntari- 
ly come into court the Attorney-General pro- 
ceeded to act under the old decree, which pro- 
vided that all questions arising as to 
the Fidelity company should be continued 
until the latter should have come into court. 
So Mr. Moloney prepared his restraining 
order. He did not serve notice of his inten- 
tions until a short time before he went over 
to court, when he notified Attorney George 
Hunt, who represented the gas companies in 
the previous fight, that he would apply for u 
restraining order. Thetwo lawyers repaired 
to Judge Tuthill’s chambers. Mr. Moloney 
produced his decree and submitted itto Mr. 
Hunt. The latter admitted to the court that it 
was intended to vote proxies at the meeting. 
As there was objection Judge Tuthill affixed 
his signature and the decree went into effect. 
Attorney-General Moloney immediately

Letter of the Decree. 

After setting forth the status of existing 
litigation it concludes: 

It is therefore ordered, adjuaged, and decreed 
by the court that said Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
company, People’s Gaslight and Coke company, 
Consumers’ Gas company, and Equitable Gas- 
light and Fuel company, and each of them, are 
hereby enjoined and restrained from sending to 
the said Fidelity Insurance, Trust and Safe De- 
posit company any dividend or dividends so 
about to be declared by them or either of them 
on the stock so held by said Fidelity Insuranee. 
Trust and Safe Deposit company, and the said 
Fidelity Insurance, Trust and Safe Deposit 
company is hereby ordered and directed 
not to receive such dividends, and 
said last-named corporation, its officers, 
agents and employés are hereby enjoined and 
prohibited either in person or by proxy, directly 
or indirectly, to vote the stock so held by it of 
the said Chicago Gaslight and Coke company, 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company. Con- 
sumers’ Gas company, and Equitable Gaslight 
and Fuel company at any election to be held for 
directors or officers of said companies, or either 
of them, or for any other purpose whatever; and 
the said Chicago Gaslight and Coke company, 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company, Con- 
sumers’ Gas company, and Equitable Gaslight 
and Fuel company, and each of them, their di- 
rectors, officers, agents, and employés, are here- 
by enjoined from receiving, accepting, or count- 
ing. directly or indirectly, from said Fidelity In- 
surance, Trust and Safe Deposit company any 
vote or votes or such stock so held by it by virtue 
of its pretended ownership of the same; that this 
injunction will remaia in force until the further 
order of this court. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Moloney in con- 
vereation charged the gas companies with 
having violated promises they repeatedly 
made to him as to the election of directors 
and the payment of dividends. In the quo 
warranto proceedings brought against the 
companies by Mr. Moloney it was aimed to 
stop the payment of dividends to the Fidelity 
Trust, Insurance and Safe Deposit company, 
and oue phase of the litigation purposed that 
the certificates issued by the trust company 
against the securities of the constituent gas 
com panies of the gas trust should be declared 
illegal. The trust company did not appear in 
the original litigation, it being a foreign cor- 
poration. Later the Attorney-General sum- 
monsed the Philadelphia Trust company by 
publication. 

The trust company a short time since filed 
its appearance, but it has filed no answer to 
the Attorney-General’s bill against it. When 
the decree ordering the four principal gas 
companies to separate their business was filed 
it was agreed, Mr. Moloney says, that they 
should not remit dividends pending a settle- 
ment of the questions in his suit against the 
trust company. 

Less than two weeks ago the representa- 
tives of the companies told me they would 
stand by this agreement and send no divi- 
dends to the Philadelphia Trust company,“ 
said. Mr. Moloney. I ö learned three or four 
days ago that the intention was to send the 
dividends to Philadelphia and to hold an elec- 
tion just as formerly. I came to town this 
morging and at 9 o’clock went to Judge Tut- 
hill and obtained an injunction.” 

„What steps will you take next?” 


Order Is Not Perpetual. 


“The restraining order is not perpetual. 
The defendants can come into court and ask 
to have it vacated. Todo this the trust com- 
pany will either have to file an answer to my 
bill or such particulars will have to be fur- 
nished as will amount practically to an answer 
to my bill. I shali then be ready to argue the 
matter and proceed to the obtaining of a final 

ecree, which will dispose of the Philadelphia 
company. I intend to satisfy myself 
na way which will leave po room for doubt

One 
theory was there is a tremendous lot of fine 
work—financial, legislative, political—in the 
past of Chicago Gas, and that it would be em- 
barrassing if this were raked over by the 
Standard Oil people. Others attribute a stock 
jobbery motive to explain the Benedict move 
and think ‘that, as the stock has had a rise of 
about ten points lately, it was a part of the 
Benedict plan to take this profit and then, as 
of old, to batter down the price. 


HOLDS OOURT IN MILWAUKEE DEPOT. 


Jadge Seaman Administers Law While 
the Train for Chicago Waits. 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., Jan. 14.—(Special.}— 
United States District Judge Seaman this 
morning, while on his way from Sheboygan 
to Chicago, held a session of court in the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Depot. It lasted 
three minutes. It was the first time court had 
been held outside of the Federal Building in 
this city. Judge Seaman is holding court for 
one of the United States Circuit Judges in 
Chicago, while the Court of Appeals 
is in session and has no time to 
devote to Milwaukee, Marshal Pratt and 
District-Attorney Wigman had some impor- 
tant business to transact with the court. It 
was agreed Saturday to intercept Judge Sea- 
man on his way to Chicago from Sheboygan 
and the plan was communicated to the Judge, 
who was agreeable. Cierk of Court Kurtz, 
with Marshal Pratt and Deputy Marshal 
Buckley, hurried to the Northwestern a few 
minutes after 10 o’clock this morning. Mr. 
Kurtz took with him the books of the 
office, together with the documents 
on which the Judge was to pass. 
The Judge was on hand and the party con- 
gregated in one corner of the general waiting- 
room and proceeded with the transaction of 
the business. It was quick work and accom- 
plished just as the Chicago train was moving 
out, and before the ink of the court’s signature 
had dried on the documents the Judge was 
whirling towards Chicago. 


OOMMISSION FIRM IS BURNED OUT. 


Hanson & Co. Lose $12,000 by a Fire on 
South Water Street. 

Fire destroyed the entire stock of Hanson 
& Co., a commission firm, dealers in butter, 
‘eggs, and poultry, No. 264 South Water 
street, just before midnight last nigni. The 
fire was discovered by the vatehman in the 
tower at Larrabee street and Chicago avenue, 
almost a mile away. The building, which is 
a four-story brick with a twenty-foot front, 
was burning on the three upper floors when 
the first stream of water was turned on. Several 
tons of butter made a fire too hot for the fire- 
men to control * a 411 alarm was 
turned in by . Ch A 
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N r J from the river in the 
‘ rear, While nearly a score of engines wete 
hard at work in front. Only the fire-walls on 
either side saved the adjoining buildings from 
burning. As it was both sustained some 
damage. H. E. Hollis & Co., who occupy the 
building on the west, Nos. 266 and 268, will 
lose about $1,000 from damage by fire and 
water, and Emmerson & Marlow on the east, 
No. 262, will lose $500. Hanson & Co.’s 
loss is estimated at $12,000. The firm wasa 
new one, haviag recently succeeded Lyons & 
Co., who failed a few months ago. The loss 
on the building is $8,000. The origin of the 
fire is unknown, 


HAVE NO OLEW TO THE STOLEN SNOW 


Police Can’t Find the Lead, but Have a 
Theory, So They Say. 

Chicago thieves are getting desperate. 
Yesterday they stole a wagonload of snow. 
Angelo Vittori works for John S. Cooper. 
Mr. Cooper has a contract with the city to 
remove the snow from the streets. It was 
one of his carts Vittori was driving. Mr. Vit- 
tori worked several hours and was then told 
by his boss togo to South Water, near Clark 
street. Before starting Vittori decided to get 
a drink. He says he was not gone more than 
a minute, but when he came back the dump- 
wagon, the biack mare with the white face, 
and the load of snow wert gone. Vittori 
hunted. He found plenty of snow which 
might have come from his wagon, but 
no cart and black mare. He told his tale toa 
policeman, who sent him to the Central Po 
lice Station. He seemed more concerned 
over the loss of the snow than over the horse 
and cart. Mr. Vittori works by the piece and 
gets pay for every load of snow he takes to 
the dump.“ If he lost this load he would 
be out 10 cents.

INSURING CHILDREN TO KILL THEM, 


Senator Hamer’s Bill to Prevent It Rus 
sian ThistleeSenate Session,

Any person or persons or corporation that shall 
violate the provisions of this act shall be ad- 
5 — guilty of a crime and, upon trial and con- 
viction in acourt having jurisdiction, shall be 


‘punished by imprisonment for a term not less 


than five nor more than ten years.

Sprrinerretp, III., Jan. 14.—Last session 
Senator Paisley of Montgomery was active in 
an effort to secure the adoption of a joint res- 
olution providing for submission to voters of 
an amendment to the State Constitution al- 
lowing a different law relatiug to the collec- 
tion of revenues.

In speaking of the pro- 
posed amendment Senator Paisley said: 
There is now too much machinery. The 
State Board of Equalization fails in the duty 
of equalizing correctly the taxes of the State. 
For instance, one yeur my county was taxed 
for more iron safes than Cook, which isa 
travesty on fairness.

The duty of the hour was to 
take these bills and instead of passing them, fur- 
ther to reduce revenues, so to frame them as to 
yield $50,000,000 additiona! to our rev- 
enues. Mr. Allison expressed amazement 
that the President and the Secretary of che 
Treasury should remain passive with no sug- 
gestion to Congress as the imperative neces- 
sity of increasing the revenues of the govern- 
ment. With a tremendous Democratic ma- 
jority in Congress it was a plain duty that 
they should be reminded in unmistakable 
language from the executive branch of the 
government that the revenues must be in- 
creased at once to a point sufficient to sus- 
tain the credit of the government. This was 
the present pressing duty instead of vain con- 
ferences over a currency bill, or the reform

Asto the tariff 
law as a whole, Mr. Gorman said thatif the 
Democracy—from its head to its most humble 
member—had given the measure generous 
support, the result last November would have 
been different. Ie did not then appreciate 
that the Senator from New York would be 
found voting with the Republicans against 
that bill.

Secretary Carlisle Still Has Hopes of a 
CJ-iCompromise—Jones and His Bill. 
Wasntneton, D. C., Jan. 14.—The attempt 
of the Democrats to reach an agreement 
upon some definite plan to solve the cur- 
rency question seems to have been trans- 
ferred from tne House to the Senate.

Morrison of, the Inter-State Commission has 
greatly alarmed tne friends of the bill and 
hence the lobby has been increased. It was 
first thought the bill would go through the 
Senate without difficulty, and no lobby work 
would be necessary, but recent events 
have shown the necessity of hard work to 
prevent the bill dying of exposure and 
want on the rocks of the Senate culendar. 
Under ordinary circumstances the bill would 
be certainly amended in the Senate on the 
expressed wish of the head of the Ipter-State 
Commerce Commission, which is charged 
with the administration of the law, but the 
friends of the bill are afraid to risk any 
amendments, and the consequent necessity 
of sending the bill back to the House, 
and they will make every effort to get it into 
the Senate intact. Meanwhile the senior Sen- 
ator from Illinois is at Springfield, explaining 
nothing, dodging everything, and allowing the 
committee to pass on the bill in his absence, 
When it gets before the Senate, if it ever does, 
his vote will go on record, but the Senatorial 
succession will be settled before that time. 
Chairman Morrison is to appear betore the 
committee tomorrow and explain why he is 
opposed to the bill as it now stands.

This is the twenty-sixth 
of thirty installments to purchase clothing for 
males over 14 years of age; flannel, hose, and 
calico and domestics required for females over 
12 years of age, and for such flannel and cot- 
ton goods as may be needed to make suits for 
boys and girls. For 10,000 persons éngaged 
in agriculture $160,000, being the twenty-sixth 
of thirty installments to purchase such ar- 
ticles as may be considered proper by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. For pay of additional 
employés at the several agencies for the Sioux 
in Nebraska and Dakota, $20,000; for sub- 
sistence of the Sioux and for purposes of their 
civilization, $1,000,000; for support and ed- 
ucation of 350 Indian pupils at Genoa, Neb., at 
$167 per annum each, general repairs, and pay 
ot school superintendent, 860.950; 500 Indian 
pupils at Haskell Institute, Lawrence, Kas., 
pay of superintendent, and general repairs 
and improvements, $86,000; 100 pupils at 
Mount Pleasant, Mich., superintendent's pay, 
repairs, and general improvements, in all 
$18.900. This sum is also appropriated for 
a similar number of pupils, a superintendent, 
and repairs and improvements at the Indian 
School, Tomah, Wis,

He Thinks a Change Is Needed Regarding

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 14.—Senator Hill 
was asked if he djd not think Congress at this 
session shovid take the necessary steps to 
bring about popular elections of United States 
Senators. Les,“ replied Senator Hill, “I 
think it should pass the House amend. 
ments to the Constitution for the election of 
United States Senators by the people. It is 
a popular movement.

Chairman of the Investigating Subcom- 
mittee Makes Grave Statements. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., Jan. 14.—Nearly every 
mem der of the House Judiciary committee 
attended the special meeting to consider the 
charges against Judge Ricks of Cleveland, O. 
Representative Bailey of Texas, the Chair. 
man of the subcommittee which made 
the investigation at Cleveland, sub- 
mitted his views. His judgment 
was against Judge Ricks and to the effect 
that the Judge had been guilty of grave mis- 
conduct, if not malfeasance and dishonesty, 
in receiving fees after he had been elevated 
to the bench, which he claims to have earned 
before as clerk of the court.

Mr, 
Bailey spoke for an hour, reviewing the tes- 
timony and being interrupted by many ques- 
tions. At the meeting to follow, Repre- 
sentatives Lane of IIlinois and Broder- 
ick of Kansas, the other member of the sub- 
committee will present their conclusions, It 
was learned today that Mr. Lane will proba- 
bly present to the committee an opinion coin- 
ciding with the views presented by Mr. Bailey, 
and will recommend io the House the resolu- 
tions for impeachment.

Qaotes the President, 


The paragraph devoted to the subject was 
as follows: In the vast field of Oriental 
com merce,now unfolding from our Pacific bor. 
ders, no feature presents stronger recommen- 
dations for Congressional action than the e. 
tablishment of communication by submarine 
telegraph with Honolulu. The geographical po- 
sition of the Hawaiian group in relation to our 
Pacific States*created a natural interdependen- 
cyjand mutuality of interest which our present 
treaties were intended to foster and which 
inake close communication a logical and com- 
mercial necessity.”” 

These were President Cleveland’s views in 
December, 1888, but the islands were 
then under the monarchy, and when 
the monarchy went down his idea of 
the commercial aecessity of the cable 
passed away at the same time. It 
is a matter of record that the 
importance of cable communication with 
Hawaii has been suggested to Congress in the 
messages of Presidents Cleveland and Harri- 
son, and has also been urged by Secretaries 
Bayard, B aine, and Tracy.

Americans resident in Hawaii have never for 


an instant abandoned the project or supposed 
that it had been dropped in this eountry. 

For twenty years Great Britain has been at- 
tempting to run a cable from Australia to its 
British possessions. There is nothing in the 
world to prevent a British cable company es- 
tablishing an ordinary station at Honolulu. 
The imperial government, however, has re- 
fused to give assistance to any private 
company unless it could be guaranteed ab- 
solute political sovereignty of all landings 


of the cable. Hence it has refused to make 4 


Honoltiu its midway station and has made 
application to thé present government for the 
cession of Necker Island with the right of po- 
litical sovereignty so that Great Britain would 
be able to control the cable in time of war 
and exclude other nations from its use if it 
saw fit. The residents of the islands 
want cable communications with the 
continent of course, but they do not desire to 
give up the politica! control of even a place 
like Necker Island,so long as there is theslight- 
est possibility of securmg direct cable con- 
nection with the United States.

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And now ohn Drew has taken a cold 
plunge into seriousness just as Ed Sothern 
did, but one is sorry to see him under the 
murky waters of, the Henry Arthur Jone: 
melodramas. ‘*‘ The Bauble Shop,” which 
was presented at Hooley’s last night, is like 
“The Danemg Girl,” „Tha Middlemae,” 
Judah,“ and others, in being an attempt to 
flatter the middie classes of the English 
pepulace at the expense of the aristocracy. 
Before the denoument is reached an Ear! is 
found offering his hand and his coronet to a 
penniless girl in a toy shop, or bauble ”’ 
shop, as it is celled in the title of the play. 
There are four acts altogether, and two of 
these are tedious. Mr. Drew is introduced as 
a sort of youhg Lord Rosebery—a ‘young 
Premier who is the leader of the House oi 
Commons, and he has neglected to settle 
down matrimonialiy before reaching that 
dignity. The characters are paraded before 
the footlights in Act I., including the poor 
young giri in whom Lord Clivebrooke is inter- 
ested, and her father, who is one of the many 
im pressions from the stampcal ed Od Eccles. 

The toy shop in the sccond act reminus one 
of Dickens, but there is no suggestion of the 
great novelist’s humor or of his eccentric 
types of character. Here comes Lord Clive. 
brooke to make court to the old toymaker’s 
daughter. From the conversation of the per- 
sonuges one learns that the noble lord has 
already paid no lessthan eighteen visits to 
Jessie Keber. On this occasion he has a téte- 
&-téte with Jessie; he makes a feint to encircle 
her waist; he looks long and deeply into her 
truxtful eyes, and exclaims, By Jove, 
she’s as innocent as an angel.“ 
In view of the fact that he has seen her on 
eighteen visits before it is time that he had 
arrived at some conclusion concerning her in- 
nocence. It is some time after midaight when 
Jes-ie and the Viscount have their little mid- 
night supper together; and although they 
have nothing but a cup ot tea (not even the 
suspicion of a sandwich) they are interrupted 
by the viilain of the p.ay, who happens to be 
a horrid radica! politician whois anxious to 
turn Lord Clivebrooke out of office, either by 
fair means or foul.

Let 
it be said first of all that Mr. Drew had no 
adventitious aids in the matter of -cenery. 
Nor did he have particularly strong support 
in his company. All the hero had to do in 
this scene was to take his medicine 
as a man when the villain exposed 
him to Parliament. re was there- 
fore only one strong scene between 
Clivebrooke and Stoach— the former represent- 
ing the aristocrats and the la*ter the radicais 
—qud there was nothing more. So when the 
Viscount went out to meet ali England in her 
Parliament, there was nothing to be done but 
to return beaten and routed, and to meet the 
disdain of bis own father. The climax of the 
th.rd act was accordiugly ineffective. The 
English cheered when Lord Clivebrooke went 
to meet his punishment; Americans see no 
reavon why he should not meet it. 

There were times when Mr. Drew’s voice 
grew strident, especiaily when strong emo- 
tion was required; then his voice was uec.ded- 
ly unpleasant. In general, however, he car- 
ried himself with dignity, though not always 
with impressiveness. Miss Maud Adams 
was sweet as the utterly impossible daughter 
of the toymaker. A pretty young aciress 
was Ethel Barrymore, who will be judged 
when she looks less in ill health. Miss Agne; 
Milier added what sparkle the author permit- 
ted her to add to Gussie. The Mr. Stoach of 
Harry Harwood was a strong bit of character- 
ization. Mr. C. Leslie Allen was a bustling 
Earl of Sarum, and Arthur Byron an inoffen- 


sive 5. 
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It is not a wise thing to allow expectation to 
run too high in the case ot a theatrical pro- 
duction, particularly when the production is a 
buriesque. The audience which saw the first 
representation of Edward E. Rice's 1492“ 
at the Columbia had been led by every means 
known to the amusement craft to anticipate 
the highest results and it is not surprising it 
went away more or less disappointed. Not that 
„1492“ failed altogether to please—the ap- 
Flause which followed the first act and the incip- 
ient enthusiasm which sume of the specialties 
in the last part of the performance kindled 
showed the piece had its redeeming features— 
put it failed to realize expectations. To bor- 
row an expressive phrase used in athletics, 
Chicago was overtrained in anticipation.

One element is mi sing 
in the definition, and one which should not 
be vuverlooked—suggestivene s, which, if it 
did not deve.op into downright indel- 
icucy, came so near to it at times 
that the fine audience which saw the first pres- 
entation at the Chicago Opera-House grew 
uneasy. Its reception was exceedingly cor- 
dial because itcombined catchy music, pretty 
faces, graceful dances, and handsome cos- 
tumes.

The story concerns an officer in the Life 
Guards who lovesa member of the London 
Gaiety Theater company. He had previousiy 
flirted with a French maid and she is bent 
upon revenge for his trifling. When some 
Gaiety girls appear at her mistress’ garden 
party she takes the latt er's comb and puts it 
in the pocket of a cluak belonging to one of 
the Gaiety giris and hen accuses the owner 
of the cloak with theft. This comb has pre- 
viously been used as evidence in a divorce 
eu.t, which increases the trouble. The story 
up to this point is as old as the drama. Final- 
ly the scene changes to the beach at Nice, the 
charges are disproved, and the piece ends 
merrily. 

It is the manner in whieh this story is treat- 
ed that makes the piece entertaining. The 
company is strong in principals and welli- 
trained in ensembie and its costuming is ex- 
ceedingly urtistic. Charles Ryley is nomi- 
naily the head, because he is the hero, but the 
greater part of the entertainment is furnished 
by Harry Monkhouse, an amusing low com- 
edian, who would be more amusing if he were 
not so conscious that he was the center of the 
fun. Fred Kaye, who caricatures a Major 
broadly, is also funny—funony 
most expressive term—with his 
short sentences and quick 
ments. Leedham Bantook as 
Divorce Court Judge has an amusing part 
also. But the dash, piquancy, and vim, the 
effervescence, lies with the feminine part of 
the cast. None of them are conspicuous for 
their abilities as singers, but the by-play 
which accompanies their singing is the strong 
element. The Gaiety Girls are Miss Blanche 
Massey, Mies Florence Lloyd,. Mi-s Ciaire 
Le guton, and Miss Madge Rossell, all of 
whom appear prominently in numerous tune- 
ful sung-, and the latter adds a graceful dance 
to her other specialties. Miss ima Moore 
also dances 1 and sings demurely. 
Miss Maud Hobson as Lady Virginia is of un- 
mistakable Engiish type, with all the dis- 
tingu.sh.ng features of English low comedy 
in her actions. Miss Grace Palotta as 
the French maid is another Pert, whom every- 
one learned to know in “Chinatown.” In the 
present play she is rather more villainous 
than mischievous and it is here that the me.o- 
drama lies. The musical feature is Tommy 
Atkins,” sung by Mr. Ryley, although its 
funereal mea-ure was rather a surprise. It 
would be difficult to particularize among the 
other musical numbers, so numerous were 
they and fetching. The fault will probably 
be found with A Gaiety Girl” that its sharp 
sayings are English, waich, on this side of the 
ocean, is frequentiy a synonym for dull.“ 
Granting the humor is not always sharp, 
enough of it carries point to make the enter- 
tainment interesting. Its most conspicuous 
quaiity is its novelty and picturesqueness. To 
the ordinary farce it is what the new fad of 
posters is to the old lithograph printing.

PROPOSES A NUMBER UF OHANGES. 


Attorney Moore’s Billi Regarding the Levy- 
ing of Speci»! Assessments, 

Many radical changes in the levying of spe- 
cia! assessments are proposed by N. G. Moore, 
the attorney who was selected by the Special 
Assessment committee of the Real Estate 
Board to draft a bil for presentation to the 
Legislature. As far as possible Mr. Moore 
retains the present machinery, enlarging or 
limiting the powers of officials to carry out 
his purposes. . 

First of all he suggests that the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works should be eiected 
along with the Mayor and other vfficiais, and 
that he should be Presideat of tne proposed 
Board of Pubiie Iinprovemeats, which would 
comprise the Suberintendent of Streets, 
Super.ntendent ot Sewers, Superintendent ot 
Spec.al Assessments, and City Engineer. 
Ali ordinances for improvements to be paid 
for by special assessments would originate 
with this board, either at its discretion or by 
petition. Due pubiic notice by advertising 
should be given that the proposed assessment 
is under consideration, and on the day set for 
hearing property-owners can appear be- 
tore the do ard. the board’s 
action is favorable, she required ordinance 
should then go tothe Council, with an esti- 
mute as to cst in detail by tne City Engineer. 
Alter the ordinance hus been passed the City 
Council should order that a petition be filed 
in accordance therewith, and the court should 
so direct. . 

Mr. Moore opposes the levying of special 
assessments by Commissioners, who are a. 
most always without -pecia. experience. He 
would have the assessment made by the 
Superintendent of Special Assessments, both 
he and the Commissioner of Pubiic Works 
certifying that in their opinion the le vy is fair, 
equitable, correct, and just. The assessment 
thus certified to shouid be returned to court 
and notices sent to property owners, 
with the sworn statement of some city 
officer that he has personally examined the 
records of the County Recorder's office 
and has taken ali reasonable ways of learning 
em ir names and residencés,. He should make 
affidavit that notices of assessment were sent 
to them at least ten days before the first duy 
of the court terins at which the hearing might 
be had. The court, on the application of any 
objector, might enter upon a fu i considera- 
tion of the assessment, but if the assessments 
should in any vase beincreased notice should 
be sent to those interested. In case théy did 
not appear in ten Jays, the assessment would 
be confirmed a- modified. The court might 
turther be given the power to ascer- 
tain in a summary way, upon evi- 
dence or otherwise, whetner or not the 
territory assessed would be benefited 
the total amount of assessment thereon, and 
if not, to return the assessment roll to the 
Assessment Department for the revision and 
the extension of the district; and the ruling of 
the court on this subject should be subject to 
review in tne usual way. This practically 
gives the court the right to revise the judg- 
ment of the Superintendent o: Assessment» 
and of the Commissioners of Pubiic works as 
to the distribution »etween pubiic and private 
property, and as to the assessment district. 

After considering the delays in sales for the 
collection of special assessments, he recom- 
mends more definite and specific provisions 
as to the conciusiveeffect to the judgment of 
confirmation, a limited opportunity tor writ 
of error to such judgment, and a provision 
making the first order of sae an installment 
ass ssinent final on the question of jurisdic- 
tion in the confirmation proceeding. This, 
Mr. Moore th.nks, would be within the power 
of ine Legis ature. 

Mr. Muore further recommends a return to 
the early system of asses ing benetits as weil 
as damages in street opehings. He also rec- 
ommends that contracts be .et by advertise- 
ment, and that when the bids are all in a per- 
centage of the abutting property-owners shail 
have ne privilege of taking the contract at 
the amount of the lowest bid and executing it 
theinselves. This would end combinations 
among contractors to maintain their prices. 
He further recommends that the Circuit and 
Superior Courts be given jurisdiction to try 
these cases as well as tne County Court. 

John H. Hamline made a verbal report yes- 
terday afternoon be ore the Real Estate 
— oa the progress of the Lake- Front suit. 
He said he expected the evidence of the plaint- 
iff before the ter to be completed in two 
more sessions, After that came the defense 
and the rebuttal. Mr. Hamiine says the evi- 
deuce now in proves froin government sound- 
ings that all the fillings of tne Lllinois 
Central railroad company either south of 
Park row or north of Randolph street have 
been made in water ten or more feet in depth 
ano that the filling below Park row was made 
in eighteen feet of water. He says the com- 
pany rests its case now on the claim that 
water is not navigable uniess it is eighteen 
leet deep, though nine-tenths of the craft 
that enter the river draw only ten feet.

ALDERMEN HAVE A WARM NIGHT 
WITH THESE SUBJECTS. 


Ordinances and Amendments to Them in 
Regard te P»ying Salaries and Inspect- 
ing Milk Give the Fathers a Breezy 
Session=—Special Assessment Keport Is 
Handed In with an Ordinance Covering 
What Suggestions Are Made = Much 
Miscellaneous Work Is Done. 

Members of the City Council got into warm 
arguments last night over an order intro- 
duced by Aid. Kent to pay city employés 75 
per cent of their salaries as they become due, 
according to the appropriations of 1894, and 
over a propo<ed amendment to the milk ordi- 
nance. Ald. Kent supplemented his order 
with an amendment requirmg that all unex- 
pended balances of appropriations for depart- 
ments be placed in the general fund. It was 
on the amendment that the fight was made, 
Ald, Kent said his object was to stop the de- 
partments from drawing on alleged unexpend- 
ed balances, which did not exist in fact, as- 
sorting that the Department of Public Works 
had reported an unexpended fund of 8700. 
000, whereas there was not a dollar of that 
money in existence, Ald. Gallagher and Kerr 
opposed the amendme:ton the ground that 
it weuld cripple the departments. Ald. Kerr 
was strongly against baving the appropriation 
for the small-pox hospital go into the general 
fund. Ald, Madden, who occupied the chair 
in the absence of Mayor Hopkins, explained 
that if the order and amendment were passed, 
the only way money for the smallpox hos- 
pital and other expenditures could be met 
was by the pa of emergency ardinances. 
When it came to a vote the amendment was 
tabled and the original order adopted. Later 
in the proceeding: Ald. Kent tried to get the 
matter before the Council again in the shape 
of an order directing the Controller not to 
carry any unexpended balance to the credit 
of any department, uniess such balance 
actually existed. He moved a suspension of 
the rules for its adoption, but the motion to 
suspend was lost. 

Mik Amendment. 


Ald. Campbell’s proposed amendment to 
the milk ordinance, excepting from its pro- 
visions ali establishments from which milk is 
sold. except vehicles, came up for considera. 
tion. Ald. Gallagher proposed an amend- 
ment making the license for such estabtish- 
ments $1 instead of $10, as provided in the 
original ordinance. Aid. Mann point- 
ed out that the passage of the 
ordinance would practicaily aboiish the Milk 
Departmeut of the city. It exempted from 
its provisions all the dairies, cow stables, and 
retail dealers, and put an end to milk inspec- 
tion. Ald. Chapman said the license of $10 
was a hardship on the small retail dealers. 
Ald. Mann d.d not object to the $1 license, 
but if the milk ordinance was to be repealed 
he wanted it done directly, After much 
wrangling the whole matter was feterred back 
to the committee to get the amendment in 
proper chape. 

Com mis-ioner McCarthy of the Department 
of Public Works submitted the following re- 

rt:

Answer: The estimated cost of an improve- 
ment need not exceed 12 per cent, provided the 
assessment is speediiy confirmed. collection not 
stayed, and the contract promptly let; but 
under the present system it is impossible, at the 
time of making the estimate, for the department 
to determine what length of time wiil elapse be- 
fore the assessment wiil confirm d in 
case the same should be speedi confirmed it 1s 
uncertain whether or not a stay Of co.lection will 

orde The average length of time which 
intervened between making the estimate and let- 
ting the -ontracts for street 8 made 
during the year 1894 was 387 days, the shortest 
time * ninety-six days, the longes 
168 days. timates were made in 1892 and 
1893 for 65 per cent of the contracts let in 1894, 
as shown in detail in accompanying statement.

The market prices of the material and the 
latest contract prices for similar work were used 
in making the estimates. No one could have 
foreseen in 1892 and 1893 the remarkable de- 
creuse in the prices of he material necessary in 
the construction of all kinds of improve 
ments made by special assessments in 1894. 
Had the contracts deen let in every 
instance within four months after the estimates 
were made there would have been comparative- 
ly few cases where the estimates wouid have ex- 
ceeded the actual cost more than 12 per cent. 
During the last year the property-owners were 
benefited by the de ays, as all specfal assessment 
work was let at prices lower than ever before 
known, causing greater rebates to be deci 
than if the work been promptly done.

Second question— Would or would not the cost 
of any special assessment improvement of any 
description. as ascertainable when the work 
done by figures in the office of the Commissioner 
of Public Works, be a proper and practically 
dure guide (irrespective of all reba es) to a fair 
estimate of the cost of similar work?

The Ordinance. 


The ordinarce accompanying the report of 
NN McCarthy is as follows: 

1. That the Superintendent of Special As- 
sessments of the City of Chic shall on or be- 
fore the lst day of March, 1898, furnish and de- 
liver to the City Collector of said city a list of all 
special assessments for local improvments 
due and payable upon the faith of which contracts 
have been let or whero the improvements for 
which special assessments are levied have 
completed, and thereupun the said City Callector 
of the City of Chicago 1s required on or before 
March 10, 1895, to make a report, in writing, to 
the County Treasurer and ex-officio County Col- 
lector of Cook County, LIL, of ail the lands, town 
lots, and real property on which the said City 
Cullector at the time of such report shall have 
been unable to collect the special assessments 
described in the list thereof so furnished him by 
the Superintendent of Special Assessments as 
aforesaid, with the amount of such special as- 
sessments due and unpaid thereon, together with 
a brief description of the nature of the warrant 
or warrants received by him authorizing the col- 
lection thereof. 

Sec. 2. This ordinance shall be in force from 
and after its passage. 

The ordinance was referred to the Judiciary 
com mittee, . 


Street Railway Lines, 


Ald. Kleinecke of the Twenty-fifth Ward 
presented an opdinance of the North Chicago 
Street railroad company granting permission 
to that company to lay down and operate a 
street railroad from State street in and along 
Indiana street and across Indiana street bridge 
to the west side of the North Branch of the 
Chicago River, and thence westerly in and 
along Grand avenue to Halsted street. The 
ord.oance is for a period of twenty years and 
the company is required to file with che city a 
bond in the sum of $20,000. Followimg the 
ordinance came a protest against the grant of 
the franchise from owners of 4,000 feet 
irontage. In the protest it is stated: 

Any such railway would be an injury to our 
property and afford no compensating benefit. We 

lieve we now enjoy all desirabie advantages of 
transit and we protest against the granting of 
any such ordinance. : 

A simiar ordinance for the Chi Gen- 
eral railway company was presented 
Schendorf. It grants to company the 
right to construct and maintain a street rail- 
8 Webster avenue, from Racine avenue 
to Robey street; atso on Lincoln street, from 
Webster avenue to Park street; also on Wood 
street, from Twenty-second street to Milwau- 
kee avenue, and also on Park street, from 
Wood to Lincoln street. 

Aid. Campbell presented an ordinance of 
the West Chicago Street railroad company 
granting permission to that company to con- 
struct aud maintain a street railroad on streets 
as follows: 

West Harrison street, between Western avenue 
and Kedzie avenue; also on ty-sixth street, 
between Blue Island and Crawford avenues: also 
on Wood street and North Wood street 
Blue Island avenue to Park street; and ‘on Park 
street to North Lincoln street; and on North 
Lincoln street to Webster avenue; also on 
Webster avenue. between North Lincoln street 
and the North Branch of the Chicago River; also 
on Laurel street, between Thirty-ninth and 
Thirty-first streets; thence on Thirty-first street 
to Main street, on Main street to Throop s 
on Throop street to Washburne avenue, 
on Washburne avenue to Loomis street, on 
Loomis street to Van Buren street; 
on Peoria street, commencing at Van 
Buren street, thence to Ohio street, thence on 
Ohio street to Green street, on Green street to 
Erie, and thence on Erie street to the North 
Branch of the Chicago River; also on Twenty- 
tirst street, between Western avenue and ug- 
ias boulevard; also on @wenty-first street, bo- 
tween Center avenue and Jefferson street, and 
thence on Jefferson street to Meagher street; — 
also on Jefferson street, between Twelfth stree 
and M n street. 

The company is required to pay an annual 
license fee of $50a car and to deposit a 
bond of $50,000 with the Controller., Ail 
the railway ordinances were referred to the 
Committees on Streets and Alleys North and

ent. Hopkins was wrought up to a high pitch 
of indignation. So were Debs and his men. 
So were the criminals and semi-criminals 
who came to the front as the irregular guer- 
rilla auxiliaries of the organized forces under 
the immediate command of Debs and How- 
ard, They objected most decidedly to the 
presence of the soldiers and to interference 
with their car- burning and other amusements. 
Here and there senility and crankery were 
wrought up to a high pitch of indigaation. 
But those respectable citizens with whom ap- 
parently the Superintendent of Police does 
not associate, but who are the only ones who 
give utterance to genuine public sentiment, 
were profoundly thankful when they saw the 
United States troops ordered here. They felt 
relieved as they did when they saw them 
marching through the streets in 1877. It 
satisfied them that the General Government 
was not a rag baby that brawling demagugues, 
fanatical agitators, or time-serving politicians 
could kick around as they pleased. If the 
Superintendent of Police will make inquiries 
among reputable people he will find that it 
was the flaccid conduct of the Mayor and his 
subordinates prior to the arrival of the sol- 
diers that wrought up public sentiment last 
summer to a high pitch of indignation. 


DO NOT DELAY THE INVESTIGATION. 

It is stated in a Springfield dispatch that 
the question whether there will be a legis- 
lative investigation of municipal corruption 
in Chicago— 

Will be determined by the action of the Repub- 
lican members from Cook County. If they favor 
it the resolution will go through. If they «ppose 
itit will be defeated. That much seems to be 
settied. 

The indications are that the resolution will be 
offeréd in due time, but that there will be no par- 
ticular hurry in bringing it to a vote. It will be 
referred to the Judiciary committee and in the 
course of time will be reported favorably. Then 
it will goon the calendar and be permitted to 
drift along unless the Republican members from 
Cook County unanimousiy urge its immediate 


gy here seems to be that if the 
investigation is ordered the commission will not 
begin work until after the adjournment of the 
Legislature. This is not in accordance with the 
plan of the Civic Federation, which is anxious to 
have the investigation begun at once, 

The constituents of the Republican mem- 
bers from this county are in favor of a search- 
ing investigation covering all branches of the 
city government—the Council, the Police De- 
partment; and everything else. Doubtless 
these members, with hardly an exception, 
agree with their constituents. But the citi- 
zens of Chicago are also in favor of an im- 
mediate investigation, and their representa- 
tives ought. to give them what they ask for. 

There can be but one good reason for delay. 
If there were no “ pointers,” if the eommit- 
tee had to spend time in a preliminary survey 
of the field so as to find out where to begin 
operations, then it might be unwise to take 
legislators from their duties. But itis un- 
derstood that there has been collected a con- 
siderable quantity of material, so that a com- 
mittee can begin operations at onee. The 
Civic Federation will tell the investigators 
where to begin and will keep them busy. 
Therefore it wants to begin operations at 
once. 

It is best to strike while the iron is hot. 
Judging from past experiences the Legisla- 
ture will not get through until June. To de- 
lay the investigation for six months would not 
be satisfactory to those who most desire an 
inquiry into city affairs. interest felt 
now in the subject might did away to some 
extent with time, and an op unity would 
be given the corruptionists to mend their 
fences.”’ . 

Ifa legislative committee were to be ap- 
pointed now its members could do a good 
deal of work here without interfermg with 
their duties at Springfield. There is not 
much to do at the commencement of a ses- 
sion, and owing to the abundance of passes 
the General Assemb is in session only about 
half of each week. Later on there will be 
* mere to do at the capital. Then the members 
of the committee can take an adjOurnment 
for a time. 

‘The work will not be done by the eommit- 
tee as much as by the lawyers who will con- 
duct proceedings on behalf of the Civic Fed- 
eration. What these lawyers need is not so 
much a large committee made up of the 
ablest men in we Legislature as a small 
committee which has the power to subpoena 
witnesses and compel them to attend, to ad- 
minister oaths, and force them to answer ques- 
tions. Give these lawyers these facilities for 
obtaining information and they will push the 


work. 
Therefore do not let there be any time 


wasted. Assuming that it is the intention of 
the Republican mem bers to look into the mu- 
nicipal corruption known to exist—and there 
is no reason to believe that such is not their 
desire—the sooner they begin operations the 
better, They cannot begin too soon to please 
the people. There is no necessity for refer- 
ring a resolution for the appointment of a 
special committee to the Judiciary or any 
other committee. The matter can be attended 
toin aday. The Civic Federation is ready to 
commence operations. The Legislature 
should not hang back. 


ACCOMMODATIONS 


MORE STREET CAR 
EE 

Ata recent meeting of one of the sebcom- 
mittees of the Civie Federation a resolution 
was adopted the preamble of which stated 
that— 

It appears that many of our street car lines do 
not put on as many cars as are necessary to give 
seats to all passengers, although the experience 
of the World's Fair year showed it to be physic- 
ally possible to run many more cars than are now 
used even in the busiest hours. 


A few days prior to the taking of this action 
the North Side Street railway company held 
its annual meeting. The report showed that 
although the gross receipts were less than in 
1893 or 1892 the net earnings were over 
13}¢ per cent. The company paid a 12 per 
cent dividend on its stock, the face of which 
represents a sum much larger than the amount 
expended on account of construction, and 
added a small sum to its surplus account, 
which is now about a million and a third. 

The operating expenses last year were 5436 
per cent, which is à gratifying showing for 
the stockholders. But if more cars had been 
run, thus increasing the number of gripmen 
and conductors and decreasing the average 
number of passengers carried on each car, the 
percentage of operating expenses would have 
been higher and the customers of the road 
would have been better accommodated. 

It is not physically impossible to run a 
larger number of cars. The only reason why 
it is not done is that it is believed the same 
amount of money can be collected when fewer 

cars are run. But the difference to the pub. 
lic is that more stand up and get inferior ac- 
commodations in one case than in the other. 
The crowding on some of the North Side lines 
is excessive at other than the rush hours.

If a shopkeeper does not hire cierks enough 
to attend promptly to all his customors be- 
cause if he hires more his profits will be less, 
it is entirely his own affair. Those who do 


not like his way of doing business can go 


somewhere else. But that rule does not apply 

to a street railway. It must furnish those who 
have to use it the best accommodations it can 
consistent with securing a fair and reasonable 
dividend on capital inves<ed. 

A net profit of 18 per cent is large enough 
to stand some shaving. It is so large as to 
afford a generous margin to be used in giving 
better accommodations to those who ride. 
The object of the company is to get from each 
car the largest possible number of fares. 
The wish of every person who rides is to get a 
seat, Neither side ought to claim too much, 
but at present the company has decidedly the 
better of it. It should put on more cars, and if 
it will not voluntarily a method should be de- 
vised to make it do so. 


COL. MORRISON ON THE RAILWAY POOL- 
ING BILL. 

In his letter to Senator Butler, the Chair- 
man of the Inter-State Commerce committee, 
which has before it now the bill to legalize 
railway pooling, Commissioner Morrison says 
that the commission expressed itself recently 
to the effect that 

It is folly to suppose that a combination of car- 
riers would not, in the absence of legislative re- 
strictions, have immensely greater power over 
rates than those possessed by individual carriers, 
or that such power would not be exercised in the 
direction of higher rates if it should appear that 
the private interests of the carriers would be 
served by such action. 

That the roads would think their private 
interests would be served by an advance in 
rates cannot be denied. Such an advance 
would give value to shares which are -worth- 
less now and properly so. But after having 
expressed themselves thus the Commissioners 
proceeded to say that they believed “* pooling 
might be safely tried under conditions to be 
approved by the commission.“ 

‘Having said this much by way of preface 
Col. Morrison proceeds to state that the pend- 
ing bill gives no power of supervision or con- 
trol to the commission, but leaves it in the 
power of the railroads to make higher ‘rates 
„if it should appear that their private inter- 
ests would be served by such action. He 

says: ‘ 

A pooling contract is likely to be a very inno- 
cent paper on its face, simply providing for the 
division of business or receipts. The “ inspec- 
tion which is permitted to the commission bo- 
fore approving or disapproving a pooling con- 
tract will disclose nothing as to unreasonable 
rates or any unlawful purpose, Abuses which 
may come of the aggregated power under such 
contracts will not be proclaimed in advance. 
Suppose such a contract filed and on inspection 
nothing appears but an agreement to divide 
traffic or earnings, and the commission disap- 
proves it, believing it will be used oppressively 


to the public, what will be the result? The car- . 


riers will appeal to the court, which will de- 
clare that the contract discovers no unlawful 
purpose; that the court must presume that rail- 
roads as well as individuals will respect their 
lawful obligations, and that the contract shall 
be lawful. 

Yet the Inter-State Commerce committee 
does not seem inclined to pay any attention 
to this protest, and the railroads are confident 


that the Senate will pay no attention to it, 


but will pass the bill as it came from the 


House. Then the roads can advance their 
rates and enforce their maintenance. 

In the past pools were formed only to be 
broken up by competition. No matter how 
strong they were competition was generally 
sufficient to disrupt them, If this bill passes 
aroad which willingly or under constraint 
enters into an agreement will not be permit- 
ted to reduce rates, no matter how advantage- 
ous to the community or how beneficial to 
itself that reduction may be. 

It has been said in Congressional debates 
and in journals friendly to the pooling bill 
tHat the Inter-State Commission favored it, 
and that that being the chse shippers should 
not be afraid of it. But it appears that the 
commission does not want the kind ofa bill 
the railroads do. The latter want one which 
will leave all the power in their hahds and en- 
able them to be more despotic than they ever 
were. And appearances indicate that they will 
get what they want without the least opposi- 
tion on the part of the senior Senator from 
Illinois.

MONEY IN RETAIL BUSINESS. 

Controlier Eckels instituted a series of in- 
quiries during last year in regard to the use 
of checks and other commercial paper in the 
retail business of the country. His questions 
were addressed to the national banks, and he 
received replies from 2,465, being about two- 
thirds of the whole number, These gave more 
or less complete information about the gold, 
silver coin, gcld and silver certificates, Treas- 
wry notes, checks, and otner instruments of 
credited deposited with the national banks by 
retail grocers, retail butchers, retail furni- 
ture dealers, and retail fuel dealers on the 
settling day in each community which was 
nearest to the close of last June. These lines 
were selected as the most important and be- 
cause it was not supposed to be practicable to 
obtain complete returns for all lines of retail 
business. The inquiries embraced the usual 
periods of credit given by retailers, the pay- 
ment of wages by means of checks, and 
the mode in which those checks are used by 
the persons receiving them in payment of 
wages, 

It is estimated that the 8,200 State and 
private banks in the country did about half 
as much businese as the national banke. This 
would give about nine million dollars for the 
total amount of retail transactions repre- 
sented, which is two-thirds of the average 
daily expenditure in retail transactions 
throughout the United States as estimated by 
the Commissioner of Labor. A large part of 
the remaining trade is in small country towns 
where there are no national banks, and in 
these places most of it is done on book credits 
with the local merchants. Of the six million 
dollars of retail payments which the returns 
cover 58.9 per cent was in checks and store 
orders and 41.1 per cent in currency, the 
proportion of the latter varying from 62.4 
per cent in South Dakota to 13.5 per cent in 
Mississippi. The highest percentage of checks 
is in the South Central and South Atlantic 
divisions, which include the cotton-growing 
States, the smaliest is in the North Central 
division, and the Western group of States is 
intermediate in this respect. The credit side 
of the account would be largely swelled by 
the large amount of store orders and store 
checks used, especially in the mining and 
manufacturing districts and in the country 
districts throughout the South, in regard to 
which little in formation could be obtained. 

It is considered that the information gath- 
ered from this necessarily incomplete investi- 
gation does not bear out the claim that the 
use of checks and other credit instruments in- 
creases with the population, It rather seems 
that their use in retail transactions decreases 
after a certain density of population has been 
reached, But the returns do not justify the 
Populist demand for “ more money.” Con- 
troller Eckels says if there were a real de- 
mand and necessity for a larger medium of 
exchange the satisfaction of that demand 
could and would be met by an increase in the 
use of credit instruments. That it is not so 
met is evidence that the need is not so real as 
many would suppose from the constant de- 
mand made upon Congress to increase the

the demand for more money, were in any 
large measure sound, it would amount merely 
toademand foran increase in the use of 
credit, since the same purpose is served by 
bank discounts and credit deposite—in other 
words, by the use of checks.“ 


JONES’ HYBRID CURRENCY BILL, 
Senator Jones of Arkansas has prepared a 
currency bill which contains a strange mixt- 
ure of propositions, It provides for the issue 
of bonds to the amount of 500 million dol- 
lars at 2½ per cent, payable in gold, and to 


be used both for the purpose of meeting the 


current. expenses of the government whea 
necessary and redemption of United States 
notes and Treasury notes. These bonds are 
to be used up to their par value as the basis 
fer a national bank note circulation in de- 
nominations of not less than $20. Notes for 
less than $20 each are to be provided in the 
shape of silver certificates issued against sil- 
ver dollars which are to be coined for any 
and every body who will sell silver bulhon to 
the mint at ite gold value and take for it 
is pay in siiver dollars of the present 
weight and fineness. So the only restriction 
to free coinage allowed by the bill would be 
that silver bullion must not be presented to 
the mint in less than a stated quantity or be- 
low a named standard of fineness, and that 
the government shall take as seigulorage 
the difference between the bullion and face 
value of the silver coins. 

The first part of the proposition would be 
“all right” if standing by itself, except the 
feature limiting national bank notes to not 
less than $20 each. The second is all 
wrong.“ as might have been expected by one 
who knows it originated wjth Senator Jones 
of Arkansas. That silver feature is the weak 
place through which would be broken down 
the hithertc maintained parity of gold and 
silver coins, and Mr. Jones must know this. 
One even may feel justified in asserting that 
he counts on such a result, since it would be 
equally to the advantage of the silver mine 
owners to have certificates issued against the 
tullion value of all the silver presented to the 
Treasury in suitable quantity on substantially 
the same plan as was proposed by the late 
Secretary Windom. Indeed, they might count 
on even a greater advantage, since they in 
that case would have a market provided for 
all their product at ite bullion value as pro- 
posed by Senator Jones, but would be paid 
for it with paper having full value behind it. 
and might reasonably expect better prices for 
their product when the fear of depreciation of 
the currency through silver purchases was- 
abolished. Jones has no right to object that 
on the Windom plan there would not be 
much additional circulation for silver dollars, 
inasmuch as his proposition provides for the 
use of paper currency in place of silver dol- 
lars, and he knows by experience that the 
people prefer bills of small denomination to 
the silver doilars. It is true the issue of 
paper for the bullion value of the silver, such 
paper to be redeemed in full value with silver 
bullion at the time of redemption, would not 
give to the government a big “seigniorage.”’ 
But it would permit the government to be a 
gainer to the full extent that silver appreci- 
ated in value while held in the Treasury, that 
being no small amount if the silver men are 
honest in claimmg that free coinage would 
restore silver to a value of one-sixteenth that 
of an equal weight of gold; and it would ob- 
viate a vast danger, arising from the fact that 
the proposed selgnlorage would be a debt 
which must be paid some time or other unless 
it were formally repudiated. 

Senator Jones professes a willingness to 
have siiver sold at its bullion value as meas- 
ured by tne gold standard. Why not be 
equally willing that u o sold on the same 
terms by the party which takes it off the 
hands of the miners? Real honesty would 
demand thatand be content with nothing 
short.of it. If he should propose that such of 
the product of their mines as the silver pro- 
ducers want to pyrt with on those terms shall 
be taken by the government at its bullion 
value, and paid for in circulating notes to 
be redeemed on demand with silver at its full 
bullion value at the time of redemption, be 
would gain to the support of his measure a 
great number of men who would like to see 
the fullest possible use of silver consistent 
with maintaining the integrity of tne cur- 
rency unit. But in such case there ought not 
to be any discrimination against the issue of 
bank notes for denominations as low as $5, 
which is the present limit. Such a discrimi- 
nation would be an odious one and most cer- 
tainly lead to a reaction against silver. For 
no matter what this, that, or the other man 
may profess to think for others, for himself 
he wants the best as well as the most couven- 
ient money he can get, and if he thought gold 
paper preferable to silver paper on the new 
basis he would be very apt to resent any at- 
tempt to make him take the latter instead of 
the former. 


THE STRUGGLE IN GERMANY. 

The anti-revolutionary bill in the German 
Reichstag has been sent to a committee. 
When that committee reports and the bill 
comes before the Reichstag for action there 
is every reason to believe that the struggle 
will be a fierce one, and that the two opposing 
contestants will be the Emperor with the Im- 
perialists on the one hand and Germany with 
the Liberals on the other. 

The original bill was drafted ostensibly 
against the Socialists and disturbers of the 
public peace, but in its present form, which 
the Emperor refuses to change, it is looked 
upon by the German people as a menace to 
their individual rights and liberties. It 
threatens the liberty of the press, the privilege 
of free speech, and the right of public assem- 
bly. It threatens to send to prison for two 
years any one who attacks religion, mon- 
archy, family, marriage, and property, the 
courts to be the sole judge of what con- 
stitutes an attack of this sort. It is easy to 
see how such a bill in the hands of an im- 
pulsive monarch like the young Emperor 
might be used to subvert the liberties of the 
people, especially when its enforcement 
would be intrusted to the Emperor's own 
courts and police. It is easy also to believe 
that he has designed this bill as a measure in 
the interests of his supreme rule over the 
German people. 

The Reichstag, however, will not yield to 
him without a bitter struggle. It is more 
than likely the bill will be defeated. There is 
no hope of its passage unless the Emperor 
can secure the support of the Centrists, but 
he cannot secure that support without giving 
his consent to the return of the Jesuits to 
Germany, which would be as odious to the 
German people as the passage of the anti- 
revolutionary bill. In this struggle the Em- 
peror will hold the lash in his hands as Bis- 
marck was accustomed to do at times. If the 
Reichstag shall refuse to pass the bill be will 
dissolve it at once and order a new election, 
and he even goes to the extent of declaring 


that if a new Reichstag proves refractory the 


suffrage will be further restricted. The young 
Emperor, indeed, appears to be treading on 
dangerous ground. It may be that the Ger- 
man people will submit to his menaces, but 
it is more likely they will not consent to any 
further abridgement of their rights and that 
the world is now witnessing the beginning of 
a memorable contest between a people and 
their monarch, the divine rights of Kings in

WAR CLAIMS OF LOYAL SOUTHERNERS, 

Among the bills defeated in the House of 
Representatives last Friday was one appro- 
priating $13,000 to compensate an alleged 
loyal citizen of Fayette County, West Ten- 
nessee, for supplies of different kinds taken 
for the use of Union troops during the war. 
This claim was passed on while it was young | 
by different tribunals and rejected. After it 
had come to be old and about all the evidence 
in behalf of the government had disappeared 
the Court of Claims decided in favor of the 
claimant, or rather of his heirs, 

The debate on this bill showed a marked 
difference of opinion among Southern Rep- 
resentatives. Gen. Wheeler of Alabama 
pleaded for the passage of the measure on 
two grounds, One was that these little 
sums ought to be paid to the people of a geo- 
tion where they are very poor indeed, this 
poverty in a very great degree having been 
caused by the taxation to which they have 


been subjected for the benefit of Northern 


people. The other ground was that there was 
a great deal of loyalty in the South during 
the rebellion and that the Union men of that 
section ought not to suffer because of their 
loyalty. 

Then Gen, Wheeler set to work to give 
statistics in support of thie novel claim of the 
existence of a large loyal element in the 
South. He eaid solemnly that the South 
furnished about as many men to the Federal 
army as they did to the Confederate army, 
and then adding up the soldiers from Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, and Tennessee, and the col- 
ored men enlisted in all parts of the United 
States. made up a total of over 700,000 men 
in the South who were loyal to the Unian.” 

Other Southern Representatives, like Boat- 
ner of Louisiana and Enloe of Tennessee, 
some of whose constituents have claims, did 
not go quite as far as Gen. Wheeler and in- 
timate that the rebellion was pretty much 
put down by Southern soldiers, but they talked 
about the existence of a great deal of sub- 
merged loyalty at the South during the war. 

On the other hand Congressmen Kilgore 
and Cockrell of Texas rather questioned this 
hitherto unheard of loyalty. The former did 
not deny that there were Southern men who 
enlisted in the Federal army, and he ad- 
mitted that that was evidence of loyalty, He 
was not prepared to concede that a failure to 
enlist in the Confederate service was evidence 
of loyalty to the Union. Mr. Cockrell said 
‘he had no patience with claims of this kind. 

I say it is time that ail this tomfoolery should 
stop. I. in common with you gentlemen, met 
these men and their friends npon a hundred 
battiefields. Wecontested with them by force 
of arms and we were the losers, and now we 
come up here—I do not but some do—we come 
up bere and ask of the conqueror to pay us back 
what we may have sacrificed upon what. we re- 
garded as the altar of our country. 

After Mr. Dockery of Missouri had stated 
that if the pending claim were to be paid 
Missouri could furnish equally meritorious 
ciaims to the amount of at least three million 
dollars, the bill was on his motion indefinite- 
ly postponed. That was right. There were 
no loyalmen in Fayette County who had 


$13,000 worth of supplies to be taken by the 


United States troops. Had there been such 
men the Confederate Government would have 
takep possession of their property before the 
Union forces got near that part of the coun- 


try. 

All the other old war claims should be laid 
on the shelf at once. If not it will turn out 
in afew years more that the South wasa 
perfect hot-bed of loyalty, that there was no 
reason for sending troops down there, and 
that what little rebellion there was was sup- 
pressed by Southern soldiers, No claim dat- 
ing back of Appomatiox should receive the 
least consideration. Then it wili not be 
necessary for Southern Representatives to 
stultify themselves by descanting on the ex- 
tent of Southern loyalty during the rebellion. 


THE FUTURE OF GOLD. 

The January number of the North Ameri- 
can Review contains an article by the Hon. R. 
E. Preston, Director of the Mint, on the fut- 
ure of gold. He says the average yearly pro- 
duction of the world for the decade ending 
with 1840 was only 652,291 fine ounces, and 
during the next decade it rose to 1,760,502 
ounces. For the five following years, in con- 
sequence of the rich harvest from the recent- 
ly discovered mines of California and Aus- 
tralia, it jumped to 6,410,324 ounces. For 
the five years ending with 1860 it reached 
6,486,262 ounces, being the nighest figure 
ever reached upto that time, and which has 
never been exceeded since except in 1892, 
1893, and 1894. In barelya quarter of a 
century the annual production increased near- 
ly tenfold. Even the production of silver has 
not increased at that rate in the last twenty- 
tive years. 

After 1860 the average steadily declined, 
except from 1866 to 1870, and in 1881 to 
1885 it fell off to 4,794,755 ounces, There 
were not wanting prophets of evil who pre- 
dicted that the decline would be permanent. 
Dr. Suess was one of these, but scarcely one 
of his predictions published in 1877 has been 
verified by the experience of the last seventeen 
years. He said the production of gold 
for the future would have to depend mainly 
on the output from alluvial deposits, that 
much more than halt the quantity of gold ob- 
tainable by the means hitherto employed had 
already passed through the hands of man, 
and that the exhaustion of the alluvial depos- 
its and decline of production to a small frae- 
tion of what it had hitherto been were facts 
that could already be foreseen. The facts are 
that fully 60 per cent of the world’s present 
production of gold is obtained from the solid 
rock, gold production is not declining but ad- 
vancing, and in South Africasdt has been dem- 
onstrated that the gold contents increase with 
the depth. From the minimum of 5,115,865 
ounces for 1887 the annual production in- 
creased to 7,523,377 ounces in 1893. The 
tendency of all the gold-producing States is to 
make further additions to their annual prod- 
uct. That of the United States was 36 million 
dollars’ worth in 1898, and 3 reached 
48 millions for 1894. 

The increase in recent years is 4 most 
largely to the mines in South Africa. When 
Suess wrote his book the Witwatersrand 
mines had not been discovered, and the oc- 
currence of gold under the conditions in 
which it is found there was considered impos- 
sible. It is found there in sedimentary rocks, 
in strata, the component parts of which are 
pieces of quartz held together bya clayey 
cement, while in 1877 geologists were ac- 
quainted with only the vein and the alluvial 

deposit as sources of gold, except that a sedi- 
mentary formation of very limited extent had 
been discovered in France a few years earlier. 
Last year it was figured out by an expert em- 
ployed by the German Government that more 
than a billion dollars of gold can be obtained 
from one section alone which has a working 
length of less than twelve miles. Also it has 


become possible, by the introduction of the 


cyanide process, to obtain all but about 5 
per cent of the gold, and almost the last 
traces of gold have been extracted from tail- 
ings formerly considered to be worthless. 

Mr. Preston tells of additioual gold activity 
in Australia, Russia, and other countries. He 
calls attentipn to the facta that the world’s 
output of gold in 1893 was 16 per cent 
greater than the annual average of the period 
of greatest productiveness of the Californian

world in 1861 to 1865. He says the produc- 
tion was never so rapid as it is today. When 
the yield of the California and Australian 
mines was at its highest Michel Chevalier and 
other economists began to inquire what mens- 
ures should take to prevent the 
depreciation of the yellow metal, But now, 
| when the production of even 1856 to 1860 is 
exceeded, and when the value of the annual 
product of gold aione is almost equal to that 
of both the precious metals before the depre- 
ciation of silver began, all the economic 
evils from which the commercial, agricult- 
ural, and industrial world is suffering are os 
cribed to a scarcity of gold. Mr. Preston 
asks what better refutation there can be of 
such a fallacy than the figures adduced in his 
article. And “if there isa scarcity of gold 
now, when was there plenty of it’?

He showed 
how utterly unjust to other grain-owners it is 
to have their property traded in and speculat- 
ed with by the men to whose keeping it is 
consigned as public custodians, said the 
elevator monopoly is the same blight on 
legitimate business that anti-option legisla- 
tion would have been if enacted,” and spoke of 
the advisability of legisiation which will abol- 
ish the monstrous evil, require railroads having 
terminals here to warehouse their grain on 
arrival as they do every other species of mer- 
chandiee, and place the inspection department 
under civil service reform rules, With this 
purpose he recommended the appointment of 
a committee on legislation, outside the Board 
of Directors, to promote the necessary legis- 
lation at Springfield, If his suggestions are 
acted upon and such a committee is appoint.

It appears, however, that a porter on duty at 
No. 65 Rue Monceau, just before midnight, 
was informed by a passer-by that a suspicious 
looking parcel had been placed on the window 


| ledge of the ground floor. The porter, in 
alarm, rushed to the spot and seizing the par- 


cel he huried it into the middle of the street. 

A werrific explosion followed, and showers of 

shot were hurled in all directions, breaking 

all the windows in the vicinity, although they 

were protected by strong wooden shutters, 
Panic Follows the Explosion. 


Following the explosion there was a panic. 


in the neighborhood, particularly among the 
people residing in the immediate vicinity of 
Nos, 65 and 68 Rue Monceau. The latter 
house was formerly thé residence of Prince 
Victor Napoleon, and its front was consid- 
erably damaged. 

The explosion caused a strong force of po- 
lice to gather from all sides, and the Rue 
Monceau was soon the center of attraction for 
large crowds of people, But order was soon 
restored. The inhabitants, reassured by the 
police, reéatered their homes, and by 1:30 a. 
m. only the police guard and a number of 
newspaper men remained about the spot. 

The explosion of the bomb threw several 
large paving stones into the middle of the 
roadway, biew the corners off the pavements. 
and strewed the street with broken glass. In 
addition holes were made in the stonework of 
several of the houses, The porter it appears 
was warned by a valet who was returning 


home and who noticed the parcel on the win- 


dow ledge. In an interview published in the 
Matin this morning the valet is quoted as say- 
ing when he saw the tin box on the window 
ledge he hurriedly entered the house and in- 
formed the porter that there wasan extraor- 
dinary pareel on the window. 

Sounds Like a Cannon. 

The porter hastened out into the street, 
took the box, and threw it as far as he could. 
The two men then entered the house and 
closed the door. A moment later there was a 
tremendous report, as loud as a cannon. 
Neither of the men noticed a fuse attached to 
the bomb. The police express the opinion 
that the explosion was directed against M. 
Albalin, the magistrate who conducted the 
inquiries in the outrages committed by Ra- 
vachol and other Anarchists, who lives in the 
Rue Verzelay, facing the scene of the explo- 
sion. 

During the morning the chief of the munic- 
ipal laboratory was examining. the scene of 
the explosion and it is said he isinclined to 
think the explosion was more in the nature of 
a dangerous joke than an Anarchist outrage. 
He is reported to have ascertained that the 
bomb contained no projectiles and that it was 
apparently only charged with gunpowder. 
The windows broken are also said to have 
been broken by concussion of the air and by 
fragments of the box and not by shot or bul- 
lets. The machine; it is added, was made to 
explode on contact with the ground.

South American Troubles Show No Signs 
of Abatement.

Panama, Colombia, Jan. 14.—-The seizure

Attorney Frank Ciau is in Fernandina to 
lay the matter before the United States 
courts. The plans of these strangers seem to 
ba ve been known to patriots all over Florida 
for the last six months. At Fernandina 
tonight Collector Baltzell seized the cases 
belonging to José Martell and consigned to 
N. B. Borden. There are 130 of them, and 
they were found in Rorden’s warehouse on the 
river front. These cases contain cavalry ac- 
coutrements and sabers like the others on the 
Lagonda, but they have not all been opened yet. 
The seizure was ordered by the Treasury De- 
partment. Everything was found necessary 
to equip a small army, say, 600 or 800 men. 
There were 200 rifles, 100 revolvers, several 
hundred sabers, canteens, leather belts, oil 
clothes, blankets, haversacks, caps, and cart- 
ridges, | 

Port Liuwon, Costa Rica, Jan, 14.—The 
government’s preparations und the many tele- 
grams exchanged between it and its repre- 
sentatives in the United States started a ru- 
mor that some expedition is expected, and the 
report was strengthened by the arrival of 
troops from San José. 

GUATEMALA, Jan. 14.—Revolution seems in- 
evituble in Honduras and Salvador. Guate- 
malan troops have been ordered to cover 
those frontiers to prevent revolutionists enter- 
ing this country, President Gutierreze intends 
to proclaim a dictatorship in Salvador. 

TucucicauPa, Honduras, Jan. 14.—Two 
formidable conspiracies extending through 
the country have been discovered. Many lead- 
ing army officers are implicated. One con- 
spiracy isin favor of Vasquez, the other in 
favor of Marco Aurellio Sato. It is believed 
that Bonilla, foreseeing disaster, is sending 
funds to Europe preparatory to fleeing. 


VOLCANO MAKES A DESERT ISLAND. 


Inhabitants Flee for Their Lives and VII- 
Iaces Are Devastated. 

Vicroria, B. C., Jan. 14.—The British gun- 
boat Kaurakat and survey boat Dart arrived 
at Sydney from the New Hebrides Islands 
just before the Mowara started. It brings the 
report that eruptions at Amoryn Island con- 
tinue intermittingly and that the island 
is virtually deserted by all the 
inhabitants. A new volcano broke 
out early in December on a mountain 2,000 
feet high with a crater 600 feet deep. Lava 
from it flows in an immense stream to the 
sea, fifteen miles distant, devastating villages 
and farms in its course, and where the molten 
lava rushed into the sea a great column of 
steam ascended, Losses are immense.

JAPANESE SOLDIERS ON TRANSPORTS. 


News by Matl Which Was Refused Trans- 
mission by Wire. 

Lonpon, Jan, 15.—A dispatch from Hong 
Kong says a letter has been received fiom 
Kobe, Japan, dated Jan. 8, bringing news 
which the Japanese telegraph officials refused 
to transmit, The letter says several trans- 
ports are reported to have left Ujina, 
with a portion of the third army.

Aa Orphan Asylum in Their Neighbor- 
hood Not te Their Liking. 
[This carne fret prize, $5.) 

The Chicago Orphan Asylum, Michigan avenue 
and Twenty-second street, has purchased the 
southwest corner of Grand boulevard and Fifty- 
first street, opposite Washington Park, for 660. 
000, from Richard L. Lawrence of Baltimog, 
and is in the epring going to erect a fine building. 
The majority of the property-owners greatly ob- 
ject to it, and have drawn up a petition which 
they will present to the city to stop the asylum 
from building. Se Harry W. Tatcorrt, 
. 

The property-owners in the vicinity of the 
new site gtor the Orphan Asylum they will 
tollow up their petition with a suit for injunc- 
tion to restrain the Build Commissioner 
froin issuing a building permit for the inatitu- 
tion, The objection is on the ground 
that the asylum is in a great measure a hos 
tal,and but few people care to live near sucha 
pluce. These property-owners also say that 
the property in block has depreciated so 


greatly in value on account of the asylum go- 


ing there that they can find no sale for it. even 
at a reduction of 40 per cent in the price. 

Board of Managers of the asylum in- 
tend erecting a big, handsome structure on 
the ground, which 220 feet frontage on 
what is commonly called Grand boulevard, 
but the legal name of the street is South Park 
avenue below Fifty-first street. It is on the 
southwest corner of Fifty-first street, fac 
Washington Park. The property has a dep 
of 360 feet, run through to Calumet ave- 
nue on the west. t is highly desjrabie for 
the purpose of an orphan asylum, as the park 
ucross the street will afford a magnificent 
breathing spot and playground. The man- 
agers have been trying to get a location that 
fronted on Washington Park and only recent- 
ly the purchase of the property in question 
was made by Charles L. Hutchinson for the 
use that has caused such a commotion in that 
neighborhood.

agents at Washington. It was the first time 
the Indian agents had been called together by 
the Secretary of the Interior. We spent 
three and one-half hours in conference, Capt. 
Coo said at the Palmer. House, “and then 
all the agente went before Secretary 
Smith for a personal talk. Upon 
the question of where Indian schools 
should be located, the agents were unaai- 
mously of opinion if the Indian children to 
be educated are to be returned to the reserva- 
tions, then they should not be sent to schools 
off the reservations. Only those children who 
are not to go back to the reservations ought 
ever to be sent East to be educated. The 
education required by the Indians on the 
reservations ia mainly industrial training. 
It must be rudimentary. The children 
so taught keep in touch with the other mem- 
bers of the tribe, and are in much better 
shape than when they are sent East and re- 
ceive too high an education. 
Indian children who are educated in the East- 
ern schools isa hard one when they return. 
Their tastes have been educated without the 
meuns to gratify them. Many take to de- 
pravity in the hard lot which awaits them on 
the reservation.“ 

The means for making the Indians self- 
supporting were carefully considered. A fair 
advance in that direction was reported by 
most of the agents, and the general sentiment 
of the conference wus the government ex- 
pense for the maintenance of the tribes would 
be materially reduced within a few years. 
The distribution last spring of a large number 
of horses, cattle, agricultural implements, 
and the like by the Northern agencies had 
borne exceilent fruit. 

The Indians are now taking care of their 
stock better than they ever have before, Capt. 
Cook said, and they find that raising cattle is 
better than raising spotted nies. On the 
Blackfeet agency the stock is being weil 
eared for, and the tendency among most of 
the 1,900 Indians on the reservation was de- 
cidedily upward. Last spring, Capt. Cook 
said, twelve miles of canal for irrigation 
purposes whs constructed and grain was 
raised in abundance. He had already re- 
ceived many applications from those who had 
never farmed to be allotted land next “ee 

The conference was agreed, Capt. Coo 

“‘energetic measures must be 
taken to drive out the squawmena whenever 
they became troublesome. The squawmen 
generally want to run the agent, and, failmg 
in that, they try to run him out. The agents 
were g.ven authority by the Secretary to put 
ulletroublesome squawmen off the reservation. 
Their Indian women can go with them or not, 
as they like. 

To my mind there has been too much sen- 
timent about this Indian question. It is purely 
a business proposition. The Indians should 
be made to work and the government support 
should cease as soon as possible. When he 
won't work, but will starve rather than do 
anything. there ought to be chain gangs, to be 
employed on the roads, and the lazy forced to 
work whether they will or not. In the 
conference Secretary Smith said to me: 
‘ Captain, your triends in Philadeiphia have 
filed many comp aints against you for com- 
pelling Indians to work. I told them that they 
must be mistaken, for if I had my way Capt. 
Smith would do five times as much a: he had 
to compel the lazy feliows to earn what they 
eat.’ I euppose the Secretary referred to the 
Ladies’ Indian Aid Society. The theory of 
this administration has been that the first 
duty of the white man was to teach the Ind ian 
how to earn his living, and then compel 
him to earn it. I believe substantial 
progress in that direction has been made the 
last year; and the results will be permanent,

I would 
have these young men filled, first of all, with 
the thought and the truth of Jesus Christ, cen- 
trally, fundamentally, and vitally. I would have 
them go into the pulpit and out of their own ex- 
periences 8 the unsearchable riches of 
Christ. believe that would give us an 
effective ministry. 1 would have these young 
men very careful about what they said concern- 
ing higher ériticism.

On 
the other hand t believe that every live, energetic 
young man should be a studentof better methods 
of investigating the truth and I should in confer- 
ences, in the newspapers, and in deliverative 

ies discuss their various phases. But I sa 
do not introduce it into the pulpit.

Prof. Shailer Mathews believed that no man 
Gould avoid being iafluenced by the age in 
which he lived, nutwithstanding the fact that 
some men went out of their way to fling at the 
h gher critics.

The difficulty is, they confound higher criticism 
with destructive criticism. To say that we be- 
lieve in higher criticism dogs. not mean that we 
repudiate the inspiration of the Bible or claim 
the makers of the Bible were liars. Iconoclasm 
is bad for everybody; there is iconoclasm of 
liberalism as woll as of dogmatism. ain 
again higfier critics have retreated. o main 

uestion in my mind is not the acceptance or re- 
ection; it is a question of attitdde. Are you 
ready to receive the truth when it comes to you? 
The man who believes in the infallibility of truth 
need not fear. 

Dr. W. M. Lawrence of the Second Baptist 
Church believed there were times when a 
man should come out and pronounce his 
opinions openly and absolutely like Luther 
when he said: Here I stand; I cannot 
otherwise; God help me.“ There are otner 
times.“ the speaker continued, when a man 
should be conservative and unassertive, I 
would rather fail in — * men who are cu- 
pable of men for such men are they who 
are capable of discovering the truth. For 
myself I have been ied into greater and more 
spiritual depths by contact with men who did 
not believe than by those who did.”

Retail Dealers WIII Confer with Harrison 
Company Managers. 

The retuil druggists of Chicago are muking 
coy advances to the Chicago Harrison Tele- 
phone cémpapy. There was a little disagree- 
ment between the druggists and the Bell Tele- 
phone company some years ago and the 
wounds then inflicted have not entirely healed.

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PREIGHT SHIPMENTS PALL FAR BE- 


LOW. LAST YEAR'S REOORD. 


During Last Week the East-Bound Through 
Business Was Over 100,000 Tons Less 
than the Amount ia the Same Week in 
1894—Slight Gain Over the Previous 
Week Furnishes Cold Comfert=South- 
era Pacific Seeking an Advance~Man- 
agers Want to Raise Cattle Rates. 


East-bound through freight shipments from 
Chicago last week were about 4,000 tons 
larger than for the week previous. There is 
no comfort in this, however, for the railroad 
companies. With the rate cutting on the part 
of some of the roads lest week there should 
have been an increase of 25,000 tons at 
least. For the same week last year the total 
through shipments from Chicago by the same 
roads amounted to 130,348 tons, which 
makes a decrease of nearly 102,000 tons. 
While it is not to be expected to secure as 
much business as last year, yet it must be ad- 
mitted a decrease of over 100,000 last week 
as compared with the corresponding week last 
year is out of all proportion. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that thereds not near as much 
grain in store this year as was last, yet if 
rates were not prohibitively high shipments 
would be made much more freely. 

As the rate-cutting lust week resulted in an 
increase of about 4,000 tons over the week 
previous it is to be supposed that with a gen- 
eral reduction in rates toa reasonable figure 
shipments would rapialy increase to a re- 
respectable yolume. While it is scarcely 
probable that the joint committee of the 
Trunk line and Central Traffic Association at 
its meeting in New York next Wednesday will 
order a uction in rates, yet no one expects 
that the present 25-cent rate on grain from 
Chicago to New York can be maintained. A 

ood business is being done by the roads from 


— St. Louis, and lines via the various 


junction points south of Chicago. A rate on 
the basis of 15 cents, itis claimed, is being 
made by those roads, and this in a great 
measure is the reason which via and from Chi- 
cago ure so light. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points aud for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads for the week ending 
last Thursday amounted to 28,365 tons, 
against 24,350 tons for the week previous, 
and 130,348 tons for the 1 
week last year.

WANT TO ADVANCE THE RATES, 


Southern Pacific's Demand fer High Cali- 
fornia Tariffs to Be Considered, 
Another strong effort will be made this week 
by the Southern Pacific to get the other trans- 
continental roads to agree upoa an advance 
in class and commodity rates from points in 
the East to Pacific coast points. The various 
roads interested in tranecontinental freight 
traffic, other than the Southern Pacific, are 
not averse to an advance in rates, but they do 
not like the plan of the Southern Pacific, 
which proposes to make rates from Chicago, 
St, Louis, and Missouri River points higher 
than from New York and seaboard ints. 
By making discriminative rates of that 
nature, the Southern Pacific is now 
and bas for years been getting over 
80 per cent of all the transcontinental 
freight business from Eastern points to Cali- 
fornia points over its Sunset route via New 
Orleans. It now wants the rates made still 
more discriminative with a view of getting all 
the California business from points in the 
East. To accede to such an impudent de. 
mand would place the Chicago west-bound 
roads in an awkward position, as it would se- 
riously affect the interests of Chicago and 
Western shippers interested in California 
trade and virtually drive them out of the bus- 
iness, as they would not be able uader such 
circumstances to compete with Eastern con- 
cerns. A meeting of the representatives of 
the various transcontinental lines was to have 
been held at the Auditorium Hotel yesterday 
to consider the matter, but owing tothe ab- 
sence of the representatives of some of the 
roads a postponement was had until today, 
when it is expected that all lines will be rep- 
resented. Vice-President Stubbs of the 
Southern Pacific is here to argue this compa- 
ny's side of the case, and General Traffic 
Manager O'ds of the Canadian Pacific will at- 
tend to guard the interests of his company. 


WOULD LIKE TO RECOUP THEMSELVES. 


Western Managers Want to Raise Cattle 
Rates in Lieu of Switching Charge. 

A meeting of General Managers of the 
various Chicago terminal roads will be held 
at Chairman Midgley’s office today to give 
further consideration to the proposition to 
advance live stock rates in order to recoup 
their roads for abandoning the $2 switching 
charge at the Uaion Stock-Yards, which 
Judge Grosscup has declared illegal. The 
Santa Fé is the only Western road which has 
taken off the $2 switching charge, but the 
other lines continue to exact the extra tax. 
As a result the Santa Fé is getting 
most of the live stock business com- 
ing to Chicago, while the business going to 
the East from far Western points is being 
shipped east via St. Louis and junction points 
east of this city. As the cattle business is be- 
ginning to assume large proportions the man- 
agers of the roads feel that something should 
be done to equalize the rates, but many of 
them hate to lose the large revenue derived 
from the extra switching charge. They would 
like to get even by raising tne regular rates, 
but they cannot advance the rates to Chicago 
alone, but must advance from all points. A 
few of the roads feel that an advance in rates 
to all points would be exceedingly unpopular 
and in some of the States the present rates 
are already as high as the law will permit. 
Under the circumstances the railroad officials 
are in a quandary as to what course to pursue, 


EXCESSIVE COMMISSIONS TO CEASE, 


Agreement Reached Between the Canadian 
Pacific and Western Roads. 
Chairman Caldwell’s mission to Montreal 
has been more suce*ssful than was expected. 
He succeeded in perfect ing the immigrant 
rate agreement with the Canadian Pacific and 
the new arrangement will be put in effect 
Jan. 20.

MORE THAN A MILLION FOR SCHOOLS. 


Apportionment Made in Indianapolis for 
the Various Counties. 

Inpianapouis, Ind., Jan. 14.—[Special.1— 
The apportionment of more than $1,000,000 
for the support of the State’s schools was 
made today. A settlerment was effected be- 
tween Auditor of State Henderson and the 
Treasurers of Marion and Vigo Counties.

BANK OASHIER ADMITS DEPAULT 
AND OOMMITS SUICIDE,

Isaac F. Abbott of the Dover (N. H.) Na- 
tional Bank Pens a Note, Saying His 
Bank Is Short $85,000 Through Him 
He Then Puts a Ballet Into His Head 
and Dies Instantly—His Arrest Was 
Momentarily Expected=Details of the 
Startling Event. 


Dover, N. H., Jan. 14.— The Dover Na- 
tional Bank, to the best of my knowledge and 
belief, is short $85,000 through me.

Within fifteen minutes afier penning this 
brief note Isaac F. Abbott, cashier of the 
Dover National Bank and a self-confessed de- 
faulter. was dead, shot through the head. 
When he wrote the note his arrest was only a 
matter ofa few minutes, for United States 
Marshal Campbell had come here for that 
purpose, 

Not content with defrauding the bank and 
taking his own life, Abbott left the affairs of 
the bank in a-hopeless tangle, tor not a rec- 
ord did he leave as to its standing. All data 
as to its deposits, loans, and transactions in 
general have been destroyed; it has nothing 
upon which to base a settlement with etock- 
holders or creditors. 

The discovery of the defalcation was made 
by Bank Examiner Dorr, who began an ex- 
amination of the bunk Friday. He asked Mr. 
Abbott certain questions, which the cashier 
said he would explain next morning. When 
the Examiner came again Saturday morning 
it was found the safe could not be opened, 
and Mr. Abbott failed to appear. He was at 
home, and said he would explain ail Monday. 
The refusal of the cashier to say anything was 
brought to the attention of the bank 
officials, and Examiner Dorr at once 
declared Abbott a defaulter. District 
Attorney A. A. Brauch of Manchester 
and United States Marshal Campbell 
were at once telegraphed for to place Abbott 
under arrest, but they could not arrive until 
today. Mr. Abbott remained at home ail 
day, and Chief of Police Fogerty detailed 
policemen to guard the house, Toa press 
representative Mr. Abbott said he should 
make no attempt to escape. He said the ob- 
ject of setting the time lock ahead was to give 
him time to notify his sons and daughters be- 
fore they saw the newspaper accounts. He 
said the vault would open this morning at 9 
o'clock, When the vault was unlocked Bank 
Examiner Dorr posted a notice that the bank 
had suspended business until its affairs could 
be straightened out. 

Abbott left with his brother a statement as 
to hia defalcations, which, however, the 
brother refuses to give out. The defaulter 
was also cashier of the Five Cent Savings 
Bank and City Treasurer. State Bank Com- 
missioners Lyford and Hatch arrived today 
and took charge of the savings bank. They 
make the statement that the bank is all right. 
Mr. Abbott’s bond was issued for $20,000 by 
the Guarantee Company of North America, 
Montreal, which has been apprised of the de- 
fault. Thecity’s money on deposit is said to be 
safe. The stockholders will have to make good 
the deficiency in the bank. Mr. Abbott was 
born in Dover and has been cashier nearly 
twenty years. He was clerk in the bank be- 
fore that. 


HE MAY BE ON A TRAMP STEAMER. 


Defaulter Taylor Is Thought to Be on the 
Ocean. 

Prerre, S. D., Jan. 14.—[Special. |—To- 
day’s investigation of ex-Treasurer Taylor’s 
defalcation brought out the facts that Public 
Examiner Myers,to whose carelessness or 
incompetency is largely due the heavy 
loss to the State, secured his present 
position through the immediate work of Tay- 
lor two years ago. Taylor made a strenuous 
etfort to secure the appointment of a particu- 
lar triend ot his. The Governor refused. 
John Krouse of Yankton received the place. 
Krouse resigned. The session was draw- 
ing to a close. Taylor sent a mutual 
friend to the Governor and secured Myers’ 
appointment. The nomination encountered 
strenuous opposition, but Taylor and some of 
his friends by the hardest kind of work 
succeeded in gaining the confirmation. 
Myers himself has admitted he saw the letter 
to Maj. Ruth from Treasurer Taylor 
admitting the two were

vers also admits that thirty days ago he 
tried to make an examination of the 
Treasurer’s accounts and the latter re- 
fused to make a showing.

During the last few months we have 
serious attention to the scavenger service o 
city and we find that the present system is en- 
tirely unsatisfactory and inadequate and that a 
complete and radical reform is absolutely neces- 
sary. Our attention has been attracted to the 
crematory system as one of the means of — 
this important question. We find presen 
method of disposing of the garbage is to collect 
it in wagons and dump it in different parte of the 
city, frequently seven or eight miles away from 
the ward in which it is gathered. s filthy 
mass is left to rot and result is a horrible 
vioiation of all sanitary laws. We 
believe a system of cremation to be 
a practical and an economical solu- 
tion of the problem. A few crematories 
placed at intervals throughout the city would 
sborten the hauls now necessary in various{sec- 
tions, and enable contractors to do their work 
more effectually. We find the scavenger work 
during the last year has necessita an ex- 

nditure of about $800,000, and the results 
have been far from satisfactory. After extensive 
inquiry into crematory systems in use in other 
cities we are satisfied that the scavenger service 
can be vastly improved and the work done at 
much less cost. Wewish to call the earnest 
and immediate attention of your honorable body 
to this matter. and would respectfully recom- 
mend your investigation into the merits of the 
various crematory companies now asking consi d- 
eration. Inasmuch as the garbage contracts for 
the ensuing year are to let within a short 
time we would respectfully request a com- 
mittee be appointed at once te inquire into and 
investigate the relative merits of tne above men- 
tioned companies and at their earliest conven- 
ience to report the results of their investigation.

TO HELP THE NEW HAMPSHIRE MILLS 


Representative Thurber Will Introduee a 
Bill in the Legislature, 

Nasuua, N. H., Jan. 14,—The Southern 
movement of cotton industries, which has 
affected Massachusetts, is also felt in New 
Hampshire. Tuesday Representative Thur- 
ber of this city will introduce a bill in the 
Legislature at Concord similar to those intro- 
duced in Massachusetts in the interests of the 
Lowell mills. It will ask that the Jackson 
Manufacturing company be permitted to 
increase its capital stock from $600,000 
to $1,300,v00 and that the Nashua com- 
pany be allowed to increase from 61, 
000,000 to $2,000,000, The bill also 
asks the right to build mills in any 
State in the Union. These companies have 
been manufacturers of heavy goods that have 
come in competition with Southern mills. It 
is understood with the additional capital 
mills are to be built at once in the South to 
manufacture sheetings, etc. The mills here 
will change their product to fine yarns. These 
mills are virtually under one ownership, and

But the Legisla- 
ture must be appealed to to so amend the ware- 
house law as to make it impossible for public 
warchousemen to be also dealers in grain, and 
railroad companies having terminals here should 
be required to warehouse their grain on arrival 
as they do every other species of merchandise. 
With this purpose in view, 1 recommend the 2 
pointment of a committee on legislation outside 
the Board of Directo's to promote the necessary 
legislation at Springfield. _ 

he uniformity and integrity of the inspection 
of grain are of paramount importance tothe mem- 
bers of this association. it has been placed by 
the State entirely beyond our control, and so long 
as it is fairly conducted we. would not have it 
otherwise. Thus far there has been little to em- 
plain of. but there is, and always will be, danger 
of politics dominating the department to the 
detriment and demoralization of- the service. I 
therefore eafnestly recommend that you direct 
our efforts toward such a modification of the 
awgas will place the department under civil ser- 
vice reform rules. There should be no appoiat - 
ments except for merit and no removals except 
tor cause. There can be no question of the ne- 
cessity and justice of this proposition. An in- 
spector of grain in fixingits grade thereby de- 
termines its value, a trust that should not be con- 
fided to men who are not skilled in their eine. 
Zeal in partisan campaign work does not qualify 
men for this occupation, and none should ever be 
employed who cannot stand such an examination 
as only a ripe experience will prepare them for. 
Impairs Ite Good Name. 

Trad in privileges has become so common 
itn exchange hours as to impair the good 
name of the association. These transactions are 
outside the law and are distinctly obnoxious to 
your own rules. They cannot be enforced either 
in the courts or under the rules of this board, 
and anybody can sue at any time and recover for 
even consequential losses. The LIilinois statute 
prescribes penalties of fine and imprisonment for 
making such contracts and specifically deciares 
that ail such contracts shall be considered 
gambling contracts and shall be void.“ It is 
claimed that the dull state of trade makes these 
transactions necessary, but do they not con- 
tribute to an important extent to the very stag- 
nation you complain of? By coopering prices 
within a narrow limit, day after day, do you not 
discourage business that you would count on in 
a free and unrestricted market? The risks as- 
sumed by you as commission merchants ars beyond 
computation and more than all else in making 
these transactions we violate the law. | sincere- 
ly urge that means may be taken to put an end 
to the practice at once. 

Fidelity to Its Rules. 

No reputable citizen requires to be admonished 
to obey the laws made necessary for the weil- 
being and order of the community, but there is a 
more immediate and direct obligation upon mom- 
bers of this board to fidelity to its rules, for every 
‘member has signed his name to a solemn compact 
in these words: 

**We, the undersigned. members of the Board 
of Trade of the City of Chicago, do, by eur ro- 
spectivé signatures and by virtue of our member- 
ship in said corporation, bereby mutually agree 
and covenant with each other, and with the said 
corporation, that we will in our actions and deal- 
ings with each other, and the said corporation. 
be in all respects governed by and respect the 
rules, regulations. and by-laws of the said cor- 

ration, as they now exist, or as they may ve 

ereafter moditied, altered, or amended.” 

No more serious or valid contract can be signed 
by any one. Any violation of a rule of this board 
by a member is an act of bad faith to cach one of 
his associates and a discredit to the fair fame of 
the association. It is the highest duty of every 
one of you to understand your rules and assist 
your officers in maintaining them. Your indi- 
vidual and hearty codperation is necessary, and I 
pledge the rs you have chosen to their full 
measure of duty. * 

In an exchango of such importance as ours 
there is and must be room for all. No ‘single or 
selfish interest must be permitted to dominate, 
but absolute fairness must prevail. What is best 
for the whole board is best for each one of us, 
and let us unite in raising higher and ever pigner 
our ideal until the Chicago Board of Trade shall 
be the standard of integrity and commercial 
ethics wherever known.

Controller Monaghan Figures Out That

County Controller Monaghan submitted his | 


estimate of receipts and expenditures for 
county purposes during the present year to 
the County Commissioners yesterday. It isa 
neatly prepared report, printed in handsome 
styie, and is full of interesting information. 
Every item of patronage in the gift of the 
board is tabulated, with the amount of salary 
received by each employé from scrubwoman 
to the President of the board. Itis on this 
report that the Finance committee this week 
will base the appropriation bill for the year. 
The estimate is based principally upon the re- 
sources from the tax levy in Cook County, 


which is as follows: 
Total on real estate 
Total personal property 
Tota! railroad property 
Total capital stock 


Grand total $275.961,881 
Upon this amount of general receipts the 
County Board has power to levy 75 cents on 
each $100, which would give $2,069,714. 
The amount of the tax levy available for 
county purposes is $1,842,814. The new 
indebtedness of Cook County on bond issues 
since 1870 and the interest thereon amounts 
to $226,900. Thetax levy of $1,842,814 
is to be distributed among all the county em- 
ployés and institutions for salaries and sup- 
plies. The amounts estimated for the officers, 
offices, and employé3 in the Court House, 
Criminal Court, Hospital, Dunning institu- 
tions, Normal School, etc., are for salaries, 
$835,231, and for supplies $618,100. For 
miscellaneous purposes, such as State insti- 
tutions, dieting prisoners, outdoor relief, pau- 
per cases, and training schools, $191,775 is 
appropriated. One big item isan estimate 
of $50,000 for dieting prisoners for the year. 
Sheriff Pease will see toit that the county 
will not be burdened with much of a surplus 
froin this at the end of the year. The matter 
of good roads and bridges for the county is 
tied down to $25,000, notwithstanding the 
fact that all the roads and bridges outside 
Chicago are in a notoriously bad condition. 

The total receipts expected outside the tax 
levy, thatis from offices of Clerks. Sheriff, 
and Coroner, e¢etc., is $1,153,000. Out 
of this the Judges and Clerks of Courts, 
Sheriff, and Coroner will be paid their 
salaries, 

The Finance committee will begin the work 
on appropriations this morning. 

The County Buard yesterday again referred 
the dieting of jurors to the Committee on 
Public Service to be acted upon. A special 
committee reported that a twelve-inch exten- 
sion water main could be laid in Irving Park 
boulevard for $9,000 and recommended that 
the County Attorney be directed to draw a 
proper contract between the city and county 
for domg the work; concurred in and adopted. 

The Finanve committee recommended that 
bills to the amount of $17,586 be paid—sup- 
ply fund, $5,128; miscellaneous, $1,025; 
building fund, $6,106; coningent fund, 
$523: aud salary fund. 54.801. 

Charles J. Happel, Warden of the County 
Hospital, asked the board to grant him an in- 
crease of $10,000 over the year 1894 for 
eupplies and for a number of extra people. 
The petition was referred to the Finance com- 
mittee, to be considered with the appropria- 
tion bill.

Inside of a week the 
thing was fixed for Mr. Kunstman’s 
friend to take somebody’s place as 
an attendant, and Mr. Happel decided to 
make the vacancy.

FOR BETTER PROTECTION OF GAME. 


Bill to Be Offered a: Springfield to Cur- 
tail Pot-Hunting. 

F. S. Baird and M. R. Bortree will go to 
Springtield this week to secure the introduc- 
tion of a bill for the protection of game. Its 
provisious are favored by all sportsmen, and 
the only contest will come with those who 
slaughter for the market and those who sell 
the game after it is slaughtered. One of the 
important and protective features of the bili 
is the clause which prohibits the sale of game 
in market after Jan. 1. This prohibition 
is to include ducks. The law at present 
allows game to be sold until Feb. 1, 
and also allows the selling of ducks until 
well into the spring. It is not the in- 
tention to prohibit duck shooting, but 
to stop the sale of the birds so that market 
hunters cannot get in their wholesale killing 
at a time just prior to tho nesting season. The 
sportsmen will hail this provision, for it gives 
thein a chance to shoot without the feeling 
that their conservative sport gives the man 
who shoots for money a license to kill every- 
thingin sight and by all means within his in- 
vention. Nearly all tne States from which 
Chicago derives its game supply have laws 
forbidding thefexport of game. In reality 
then the sale of game here encourages law- 
breaking in other States. This will be cur- 
tailed to some extent by the adoption of the 
proposed act. 

The possession clause is to be added to 
that part of the bill which protects song 
birds, A man then may be 
fined for having a dead bird in 
his possession just as though he had been 
caught in the net of killing it. Herons and 
bitterns, useful birds and harmless, will be 
added to those for which the law will care. 


LIST OF ELECTION JUDGES AND 
OLERKS WILL BE PURGED. 


Civic Federation Will Have an Opportun!- 
ty to Prove Its Usefulness Before the 
Spring Election=Election Commission- 
ers Will Hear Charges It May Prefer 
Against Unfit Candidates Each of the 
Three Parties Will Be Treated Alike 
When the Officers Are Appointed. 


Within the next fifteen days the Civic Fed- 
evation. will have its frst opportunity to prac- 
tically test the strength and usefulness of its 
ward organizations throughout the city. The 
opportunity will come in purging the lists of 
candidates submitted to the Board of Election 
Commissioners for clerks and judges at the 
spring election. 

Yesterday afternoon ex-Judge Lorin C. Col- 
lins and W. A. Vincent, representing the Com- 
mittee on Political Action of the federation, 
held a conference with the Election Commis- 
sioners and as a result it was agreed that the 
federation should have an opportunity to go 
over the lists of clerks and judges, the two 
Commissioners to hear charges against such 
as may be deemed unfit for service.

Talk a Harmonious One. 


The talk between the Election Commission- 
ers and the Central committee was entirely 
harmonious. After Mr. Collins bad outlined 
the plans of the federation and declared his 
belief that crooked primaries were at the 
bottom of most municipal evils, President 
Budenoch replied, expressing the entire will- 
ingness of the board to codperate with the 
federation in every way possible.

DR. MARTYN ON CHICAGO'S VICES, 


Says They Pander to the Political Machine 
Denounces Saloons and Gambling. 

The Rev. Dr. Carlos Martyn yesterday re- 
sumed hia noonday lectures on municipal 
affairs in Association Hall. The gallery was 
not opened, but the lower floor was completely 
filled and numbers of people stood in the 
aisles. The audience was composed almost 
entirely of men, thougha few women were 
visible here and there; and rounds of ap- 
plause came regularly every two or three 
minutes to indicate their approval of the 
speaker’s remarks, The lecture was devoted 
to the New York investigation, the Chicago 
saloons, Chicago’s immoral houses, and Chi- 
cago’s gambling houses. Dr. Martyn spoke 
in part as follows: 


Our Chicago Tammany is away in the rear of 
its Manhattan model—not from lack of will, but 
of experience and opportunity. I am reminded 
of the placard nailed over the seat of the organ- 
ist in a poor little church out on the frontier, in- 
tended to restrain the wild and woolly frontiers- 
men in the frenzy produced by discordant music: 
„Don't shoot the organist! He's do his best!“ 
Unlike New York, our judiciary ia honest and 
honorable. Nor have our mercantile interests 
been directly blackmailed—as yet 3 
certain b dwell in 0 
‘debatable " of commerce, hum- 
ble folk. i the fruiterers, peddlers, 
and bootblacks, could tell a tale, if they would. 
But the vices of Chicago have been made to pan- 
der to this machine, after the orthodox Eastern 
fashion.
